PRESSURE ON IVllNiSTRY 



Public IVleetings to Be Held 
Tliroughout Country For 
IVlore Battleships 



London, March 20.— The dramatic 
confession of the cabinet ministers in 
the recent debate on the navy In the 
House of Commons that Germiiny 
caught the British admiralty nappiiig 
and has stolen a march on this coun- 
try by so expediting the construction 
of Dreadnoughts that Groat Britain 
will have little If any margin In tlui 
number of new battloslilps in 1!U1-12, 
has been followed by .soinutlilng lllco 
a. panic throughout the Unitoil Iviug- 
dom. Even the so-called "Black 
Week" during the Boer war hardly 
furnished a precedent to the present 
scare, and there is no doubt that were 
Premier Asquith at this time to give 
the nation a cliance to voice its opinion 
at the polls on the situation wliereby 
the supremacy of tlie Briliiih ruivy is 
threatened, there would be little left 
of the present Radical party in the 
Commons. 

The direct vote of censure wliich A. 
J. Balfour, leader of the opposition, 
will move against the gbvernmejit. ;pn 
Monday will bring the Issue i.as.i to 
whether four or eight Dreadnougl^fl 
should be definitely included^ In this 
year's* naval programme, squiirely bpsi-i 
fore parliament, although there Is still 
d^chance that the national outcry will 
cause Fremler ■ Asquith to yield and 
glv.e definite assurance's that tliose 
phantom Dreadnoughts will ho laid 
down this year, In addition to the four 
provided for in the estimates. This 
promise all the adlicrents of a big navy 
want, and they have planned u cam- 
paign over the length and breadtli of 
tlie country In support of it. 

The navy leai^ue, which presents no 
particular party, is la the front of tills 
movement. At an emergency meeting 
today, at which Lord Elcho j:vrHid'irt, 
the league decided to enter immeiUately 
Upon "a great campaign to arouse the 
people.tb the .urgency- and seriousness 
of the problerh confrontlhg the na- 
tion." 

There is no neccs.slty for any agita- 
tion for this direction In tlie bis^ cen- 
tres, but tlie big league is arranging 
meetings at every marltct jilaco In the 
more remote country- towns and vUr 
lages. This movement -has the sup- 
port of - the most influential people of 
the country, and'plenty of funds are 
jiromised.

Ro.ss!and. March 20. — Tho fire on the 
400 foot level ot the Cen'.re Star mine 
was e.xtingulslied at 2 o'clock this 
morning after a well directed, strenu- 
ous and dilhcult fight that lasted for 
about twenty liours, and Rossland 
land residents arc breatliing easily 
again. 

Yesterday wlien tlio snioke and 
steam wore rising about 200 feet above 
the collar of the shaft, and a portion 
of the ' mine ■ was ablaze It seemed as 
if the entire, mine equipment, with its 
splendid headworks, would .bo Involved, 
in a. corprn'on destruction. -A'conflagra- 
tlon once It got started in'the timbers, 
might last for months, and perhaps 
for years. Tho Centre Star shaft is 
nearly 2,400 feet In Inclined length, tho 
deepest in Canada, and the mine Is tho 
largest producer of gold In tlio Do- 
minion. 

Tho first stream of water was laid 
on from tho 250 foot level above tlie 
lire. This was augmented by placing 
a pump in Centre Star gulch, and lay- 
ing 1,600 feet of pipe along the thirty 
foot level. From these two sources a 
largo stream of water was poured down 
from the 350 foot level through a chute 
on top of the burning timbers and sills. 

Tlie draft from the Idaho shaft, 
which Is connectedi.by: levels; with tho 
Centre Star -workings sgave'ithe fire 
fighters .air ,^'ia.nd enabled . them to get 
action with several, lines of,.' those from 
below oriJ'thV'flr^.- ; Thus theiCohilagra- 
tlon was- fouglit- scientifically from 
n,bt)vo and below, and was finally, sub- 
dued at 2 o'clock this morning. The 
city, the Le Roi Mining company, and 
tho large tanks of tlie Consolidated 
company furnislied the' water for tho 
hoiio line. ■ 

Considering the itiany dljcu'ties that 
were in the way tlie subterranean 
blazo was suppressed in a remarkably 
short time. This' result was accom- 
l)lished owing to the energetic manner 
in which the mine office staff, tlio shift 
bosses and the miners worked under 
tho careful direction of AV. H. Al- 
ilridge, general manager of the Con- 
solidated company, with the aid of 
his lieutenants, and Mr. Stewart, man- 
ager of the company; Mr. Purcell, su- 
perintendent of. the Centre Star group; 
.T. K. Cram, mine surveyor, and W; P. 
Jones, master mechanic. ■ 

Although several of the fire fighters 
wore overco^me momentarily from In- 
lialing smoke, there was not one serl- 
ohsly hurt. . The mine -will resume 
operations on Monday.

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CONDITIONS IN INDIA. 

The speech of Viscount Morley, on 
moving the second reading ol' the Bill 
lolatlng to the liulliin Council, waa of 
u decidedly reassuring nature. He said 
that the population of India, that is 
the element which must be taken 
Into account politically, may be divided 
into three cliisaes; The extremists, 
who look forward to the time when the 
British will bu driven from the coun- 
try; a class which desires local self- 
government after the plan of the solf- 
governlng colonies; and a class which 
desires the continuation of tiie existing 
system, with a broader representation 
of the native element In the manage- 
ment of affairs. The new measure is 
aimed at meeting the wishes of the 
tliird clas.s, which is much the largest, 
and Viscount Morley hope.s tliat it will 
attract the support of the second class. 
The extremists, who certainly do not 
number more than 10 per cent, of the 
educated class, and possibly not 3 per 
cent., ^nust be Ignored and repressed 
by strong measures If they exhibit 
seditious inclinations, The great mass 
of the people are absolutely indifferent. 
JL'o talk of seething discontent among 
the rhillions of India seems, in the 
light of -what Lord Morley has said, 
to be a figure of siicech. He told the 
House of Lords that the pronounce- 
ment made last December, in which the 
proposed legislation was foreshadow- 
ed, had been very favorably received 
except bj' the extremists, and even 
they had not been violent in their oppo- 
isltlon. Some dlfflculty had arisen in 
ithe adjustment of the claims of the 
•ilindus and Mohammedans, between 
Inrhom there is a wide gulf. As Vis- 
■pount Morley pointed out, this gulf la 
not merely religious, siich as exists be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics, but 
joxtends to racial traditions. Instincts 
and customs. He hopes, however, tliat 
•the difficulty presented by tills great 
Oiverf^ence will be satisfactorily solved. 
The measure submitted to Parliament 
'does not go greatly into ' details, the 
intention of the government being to 
leave the hands of the India govern- 
ment as free as po.ssible in wnrliing out 
the general plan. Parliament is asiced 
■■to do .very little more than assent to 
certain principles. 

Lord Morley paid a very high com- 
pliment to Viscount Curzon. whom he 
described as one of the ablest viceroys 
'that had ever been at tlie head of the 
Indian government. Indeed !!. v.-ould 
be difficult to exceed the pral.so as an 
administrator which the Secretary of 
State- gave him. He i)Olnted out, how- 
ever, tli.'it Lord I'urzon had liardly dji- 
preciatcd the necessity of meeting tlie 
reasonable views of the more moder- 
ate men omong the educated people of 
India. Lord ("urzon criticized the 
measure at grt^at lengtli, but approved 
of its Kenerai features. The spirit 
animating the discussion was of the 
most admirable character, all parties 
to It being inspired b>; a desire to se- 
cure the passage of llie best possibki 
law, and at the same time to give tho 
people of India to understand that, 
while differences of opinion may exist 
as to details, there is none as to tho 
general principles which must govern 
the relations of that country to tho 
British crown. 



RECIPROCITY IN COAL. 

A recent Ottawa telegram says that 
"great diversity of opinion exists 
among members of parliament, who 
represent tlie coal producing ])r()vlnces 
a.s to the effect of the proposed reduc- 
tion of the United States duty on 
coal." The members from the West 
are said to favor a reciprocal arrange- 
ment; .some of tile Xova Scotia mem- 
bers arc .strongly oppo.sed to the i)ro- 
posal, while others say that the duty 
on coal coming into Canada Is of very 
little actual value to our producers. 
All tiio Ontario nn-itibers are in favnr 
of recipro'.ity In coal. Mr. W. C. 
Mllner, Secretary of the Haiifa.x I'Yee 
jCdal League, has written a letter to 
;the Ottawa Journal, In which ho 
'strongly advocates the removal of the 
'^Canadian duty. He says tliat the Nov.a 
.Scotia mines already -shl]) some lum- 
dreds of tliousands uf tons of coal 
Into tho New England States, not- 
iHvithstandlng the duty of 67 cents a 
'lori on round coal and he believes a 
much larger business can be built up. 
Even if the trade due.s not Increa.su, 
iie contends that the duty is equivalent 
tu a profit well worth earning. He 
(iiiotes from the evidence given before 
tlio Ways and Means Committee of 
CotigrcBS by Mr. K. il. iMcCullough, 
■who roiireaents very large eoal Intiir- 
ests in Pennsylvania ;ind Wi'.st \'ir- 
ginia. Mr. McCulIoiigii says that if 
ithe United States duty wcra removed, 
•New England would Import at least 
(16,000,000 tons of coal. Instead of 
,£00,000 as at present. Ho 8u;^s that 



Ci",e United States coal producers would 
"lose cast of Cape Cod and gain west 
of Montreal." In tills connection it may 
be of Interest to mention that Mr. 
McCullough said the Pennsylvania 
mine owners are satlshed with a profit 
of 15 cents a ton. Mr. Mllner savs 
that the only opposition before the 
commlttiio to reciprocity in coal came 
from Wyoming, whloii fears that the 
superior grade from the Crow's Nest 
Pass would drive the local product 
from the market. There is no doubt 
whatever that tho removal of tho duty 
by both countries woulayastly increase 
the ou Wt iof tioal in Brttish Columbia, 
but not appreciably increase the Im- 
port. ■ - . .. , '. -v. 
CONQUEST OF CANADA. 

It has been suggested iliat tho f or- 
tiflcati^ns at Quebec would prevent 
a hostile cruiser from reaching Mon- 
treal. Possibly so; we do not Icnow; 
but we do icnow that there is nothing 
to prevent an enemy's ship from cap- 
turing St. John and any one of half a 
dozen other places of importance on 
the Atlantic seaboard. As for tlio Pa- 
cific seaboard — well let us suppose a 
case. Let us take a leaf out ot tho 
Battle of Dorking or some other of tlio 
more recent invasion publications, and 
see how tlio concpiost of Canada could 
be accomplished. 

Germany, finding her population 
growing at a rate which necessitates 
the acquisition of a field overseas for 
the surplus, and feeling the need of 
Uie widest possible market for the sale 
of her manufactures, determines that 
her true policy lies in disrupting the 
Britisli Empire. For tlijs purpose she 
increases her fleet with the utmost 
haste, with the ostensible object of in- 
vading Britain. Moanwlille she lias sent 
out to Samoa, Is'ow Guinea and otlier 
points in the Pacific a tliousand men, 
apparently civilians, but really trained 
soldiers. She also despatches one of 
lier out-of-date cruisers of large .size 
upon a peaceful cruise in Pacific wat- 
ers. On a date agreed upon the cruis- 
er picks up the men and sets sail for 
Vancouver Island. Meanwhile a Ger- 
man tramp steamer lias received her 
orders and she comes Into tho Royal 
Roads, and shortly after steams up to 
Ladysmlth for coal. A few days later 
tho cruiser arrives off Barkley Sound, 
timing her visit to coincide with a 
declaration of war. A swift launcii 
from the cruiser puts Into Banfield 
under the pretence of getting an ex- 
pected message. Ono has been sent, 
but It Is of a perfectly Innocuous char- 
acter. Its nature having been agreed- 
ujion beforehand. Tho commander of 
the launch at once takes action by 
seizing tho telegraph office. The cruis- 
er enters the Sound, steams up to Al- 
bernl and takes possession of the E. & 
N. Railway tht^re. "With such cars as 
are available, the soldiers landed' 'from 
tlie cruiser are rushed to Victoria wllli 
all possible speed, and iiiere being only 
a handful of men at Work Point and 
Esquimau, those places ase taicen af- 
ter a gallant but futile resistance, and 
Vancouver Island passes into the liaiids 
of the enemy. Meanwhile thcj remain- 
der of tile soldiers a.s well a.s a part of 
those who have talcen jjossesslon of 
Victoria and Esquinialt are hurried to 
Ladysmlth, where they are embarked 
upon the tramp steamer and rushed 
over to Vancouver, which city Is ne- 
cessarily at tiielr mercy. The cruiser 
goes north to Prince Rupert, which 
being a))solutely undefended can make 
no resistance whatever. Thus in se- 
venty-two hours after the declaration 
ol war Germany Is In undisputed pos- 
session of the western frontier of Can- 
ada. 

While those events have been trans- 
piring the British Navy is massing in 
home waters to repel an invasion. 
Seemingly every projiaratlon for in- 
va.sion l.s made, but no direct attemjU 
is made. Just before the declaration 
of war, a German cruiser of a discard- 
ed type and filled with -soldiers, has 
stolon up along the shore of Denmark 
and when clear of the British Isles 
sails directly across tlie Atlantic for 
St. John, where she lands a force, 
which occupies that city. In anticipa- 
tion of this step a large number of 
German drilled men have been sent 
out to tlie coast cities ot the United 
States, and tliey forthwith embarlc for 
St. John. As they go apparently of 
their own accord, the United States 
government Is unable to stop them. 
Tho enemy now is .in possession of 
both ends of the Canadian Pacific, and 
a rapid advance to Moncton pl.'icc.s 
liim in control of the eastern terminus 
of the'Nationai Transcontinental Rail- 
way and Intercolonial. The capture 
of t.lie Maritime provinces is compara- 
tively an i;aKy matter, because there 
are no adequate means of defence. 
Men; valor would Ije iiisulliclent to 
protect the country against a force 
armed with the latest and best appli- 
ances for \^krfare. A week or less 
would Bufllce for the taking of tho 
Maritime Provinces. 

At tills stage the United States takes 
alarm. The occupation of Canada, by 
Germany can not be tolerated at 
Washington, and troops are despatch- 
ed to Montreal, Winnipeg and Calgary 
to prevent the Germans from extend- 
ing their uccu])ation beyond the coast 
jjrovincos. While tlicso tilings an; 
transpiring the Canadian people are 
lieipless. Probably the .very .interest- 
ing people, who thlrlf Ave ought not to 
siiend money upon tlio defence of tlie 
country pass some very strong resolu- 
tions; but Cai.ada is lost to the Bri- 
tisli Empire. .Germany would never 
Invade Britain nor attempt to do so, 
but an arrangement would tli.en be 
made with tlio United States for the 
participation ot tho Dominion, to 
which tho Brltlsli government could 



not very well object, seeing tliat we 
ai-o either unable or unwilling to pro- 
tect ourselves.

According to Sir E. Ray Lnnki^sLei, 
it Is necessary to hang out tiie sign 
S.R.O. somcwlit>ro on tho face of 
Mother Earth, for ho says that, the 
world is practically full. He Js_,^8peak- 
Ing of ,tlie brute creatioht 'that 'is of 
those animals which in our superior 
wisdom wo see fit to regard as lower 
creatures. He points out that these 
do not .increase. Some of thom bring 
forth young by hundreds in the course 
of a ilfotinie, but in the end only one 
pair survives for every pair that lived 
in the previous generation. Witii 
mankind the case is different. "Be 
fruitful and multiply," was Nature's 
command to men; but so far as the 
brute creation goes, wiillc the fruit- 
fulness Is present, the multiplication 
Is not. Mankind has managed to 
struggle against the law of the sur- 
vival of tho fittest, and goes on from 
generation to generation increasing In 
numbers, If not in lltness. Of recent 
years tlic birth rate seems to have 
been falling In most countries, but it 
might fail more rapidly still, and yet 
tho population would Increase, At tlie 
beginning of tlu- NMneteentl: Century 
tile aggregate poijulatiun of HusHla, 
Germany, France, Great iiritain and 
tlio United States was 107,000,000; now 
It is 313,000,000. The greatest increase 
was In the United States and was 
70,01)0,000; next came Itu.ssla with lii.- 
000,000; next Germany witii 3:i,000,000; 
next Great Britain with 25,000,000, and 
next Prance with 12,000,000. Those 
are astoiiisiiing figures, and they show 
that tile wliite race must sliortly luive 
more room. Incidentally it .sliows what 
a source of supiily Canada has to draw 
upi?n for a white xjopulallon. 

in this connection it may be men- 
tioned that according to calculations 
made in the Science Year Book for 
IDOS, Greater London will have a pop- 
ulation of full seven and a half mil- 
lions in 1910, and well above eight and 
a half millions in 1920. This Is a stu- 
pendous prospect, and one that may 
well cause sociologists to ponder o\ei- 
what can bo done to maintain such a 
vast urlian populatidn. . 

The deaith'rate in civ'lllze'd countries 
is steadily decreasing. In Great Bri- 
tain it is about 15 to the 1000, and in 
London Itself about 10 to the 1000. In 
Bombay it is 7D to the 1000. In some 
of the larger Indian cities infant mor- 
tality approaches fifty per cent of the 
children born, and In the great cities 
of China it is said to be even greater. 
In Europe the lowest birtli rale is in 
France; the liigiiest is in Servia and 
Roumania. The lowest deatli rates are 
in Sweden and Norway; the higiiest 
tare in Russia and Spain.

The death rate is therefore 
exceptionally low, and the birth rate Is 
not high. The latter may be in part 
accounted for by the fact that tho 
number of unmarried people in the 
province is probably higher than the 
.■iverage.

W. H. Brill, representing the Bight 
of Way, Sir Gilbert Parker's Canadian 
historical drama, who arrived In the 
city yesterday to jnalte arrangements 
for the j)roduction of tile i)iay at tlie 
Victoria tiieatre on Ajirll G, was one of 
an army of war-correspondents who 
accompanied the Japanese forces dur- 
ing tile operations in Manchuria. 

"Tho Japanese situation along the 
entire Pacific .c'oast is reaching a very 
serious stage," said Mr. Brill, "it has 
reached a stage wiiero it is becoming 
a strong conflict between /races, the 
greatest conflict that could possibly 
occur. I believe that the Japanese 
government is in earnest in their at- 
tomi)ts to keej) tho Japanese poas.ants 
away from this continent. This is a 
very diflicult matter for the govern- 
ment to handle. The Japanese peas- 
ants, who. are forced to leave their 
own country are naturally anxious to 
come to this continent, for it is here 
thftX they can better prosper. The 
Japanese government is naturally anx- 
ious to -have emigration turn toward 
ICorea and Manchuria, tot |he greater 
settlement, they can. secure •• to . that 
country the greater will be the results 
In the markots of Japan. Japanese 
coming to this continent can bo of no 
use to tho homo government, but when 
,thoy emigiate to Korea and Manchuria 
they' naturally establish- 'communities 
which must depend upon Japan for 
their commerce." 

Mr. Brill was tho last foreigner to 
leave the Japanese army, being tho 
solo survivor of tho mob of war-cor- 
respondents tliat landed at Dalny to 
join General Oku in his victorious 
march northward into Manchuria until 
tile war ended with tho victory at 
Mukden. Mr. Brill took part in every 
engagement fought by tho second 
army under General Oku, which 
landed at Peltslwo and fought Us way 
northward, Inflicting defeat after de- 
feat upon Kuropatkjn's armies until 
the way ended with the victory at 
Mukden, where the slaughter was 
greater than in any battle for cen- 
turies. . 

Mr. Brill had many Interesting ex- 
periences while accompanying tho 

Japanese forces. 

AVhile in Victoria he endeavored to 

recover from a local newspaper ro- 
])orter for tho commandeering of a 
shipment of cliampagne which w.as 
surreiitlousiy removed for a birthday 
ilinncr by tho Victorian who was also 
aceoiniianying the army to waloh Mr.

Copp Writes Details of 
Memoral:le Incident of tlie 
Sealing Industry 



HE EX'PL'AINS HI'S ACTIQiNS 



Schooner Given Him By Rus- 
sian Commander to Repa- 
triate Prisoners 



Capt. W. H. Copp, now master of 
the steamer Katherlne Park, who Is 
visiting Victoria and Vancouver, after 
an aboence of thirteen years, haa writ- 
ten an explanation "of his part In the 
return ot the schooner Rosle Olsen, of 
this city, to remove an impression that 
he was ti-yins to keep something that 
illd not belong to lilni. 

Capt. Copp says; 

On the llith ot August, the 
Vaneouver Belle, .sealing sclioonei', 
was eruising 24 miles south of Copper 
l.sland. Slie was seized by the Russian 
ci-ulscr Zabial^a, B. Deliveron com- 
manding'. A prize crew wa.s put on 
l)oard and .she was sent to Pctropsan- 
tovskl. Tlio crew of the Vancouver 
Belle wa.s taken on board tlic cruiser, 
where they remained for several days. 
On board the cruiser were 15 'other 
sealing men belonging to Victoria 
Hchooner^, li of whom had been «eized 
some 14 days before In thfeir boats, and 
who had been picked up in their 
boats a few ' hours before " close to 
shore. Capt. Deliveron, who was said 
to be crazy (but was as aano as those 
-who talked about him), told me his 
istbry and the crews In the boats pick- 
led up on the 12th of August corrobor- 
"ated his statement. 

Ho said: "My cruiser was laying at 
anchor in a cove on the east side of 
Copper island some throe and a lialf 
•miles from the south end of the island. 
The fog was tlilck in the morning, 
jind when it cleared about eleven 
o'clock, three schooners was tjeen di- 
rectly east of my anchorage and close 
in. The schooners were standing to 
tile east close hauled with starboard 
tacks aboard, with the wind at S. S. E. 
My engineers had been malting some 
temporary repairs on the engines, and 
Jt took 'one and a halt hours to get 
s^eam, so we could get underway and 
put after these schooners, who had 
now, by the time wo go^ undor- 
welgh, gone out of sight to the oast- 
M^ard with a smart breeze. 

Made Out Boats 

"I, however, put out in the direction 
they went, and after running off-shore 
some six miles the masthead look-out 
on the cruiser discovered three boats 
close in shore putting seaward. I im- 
jnediately put about, ran back and 
picked up the boats, about three miles 
from shore, but they had been much 
closer when I lirst saw them. I asked 
tbem where their vessel or vessels 
■were, and they replied they were no 
doubt away to the south, as they had 
put out and got lost In'the fog, and I 
steamed south to And them, and after 
steaming one hour I rose your sch'oon- 
cr's mastheads over the horizon, 

"I then asked: 'Is that your vessel, 
<ir one 'of your vessels, and they said 
they thought so. On coming closer I 
said: Can you now tell mo iB that 
your ve.-jsei." and they said they did 
not know. The scaling man knew 
finite well that the Vancouver I?elle, 
which wa.q then only a mile or ao off, 
was not his vessel, and I then saw the 
ruse to draw mo south 30 miles away 
to windward of whore the throe 
.schooners tliat stood to the eastward 
were, and I said: 'You will know where 
your schVDoners are before you eat!'" 
Had Been Sealing. 

Continuing, Deliveron said: "I saw 
Ireah blood in their boats, and knew 
tlioy had dumped their seals over- 
board, wlilch shows that the boats go 
a long way from the schooner. 

"I need not go into tlie details ot our 
stay and cruising -.bout these Islands 
m tliat dreary sou, with the same food 
to eat as tne cominand(;r gave his 
crew, and rnyselC the same as liu ate 
himself. I, he said, was the only seal- 
ing captain that liv(.-d aft of tlie bridge, 
and one day whilst walking tin- oin-' 
<:ers' iiuartcr deck he InthiiateU Ills 
regret that I should be la a iio.sltlon 
to gel seized, ljut he said: 'li lui.s not 
been my fault, for my government has 
ordered my admiral, who has yivc ii uie 
orders to seize all the scaler.s in.siij,; a 
liundrcd miles of the shores of the 
< .'omaiidroski Islands, Inu 1 usf niy 
own discretion, and only have ;ifl7,ed 
f(jur of the best of thr lU-ct and am 
.<;orry you are one of tbe four.' 

"Now to .strike Hk; iron when it was 
hot. 1 wont to my room imde?- the 
Ijridge, and wrotr an apijeallng l(;ttur, 
<lie sum total of which was t(j ask 
for one of the seized scaling .si-|iooii- 
in-s to take home to Hrlti.sh Colunibla, 
the distressed sealing men on board 
Ihe cruiser, as many of ttii;m were 
without clothing and the cruiser was 
on short allowance of provision.i of 
bad quality when we came on board, 
which swelled the number tu an and 
more. If he would kindly grant my 
earnest request and give this matter 
Ills earnest consideration his humbUi 
Hcrvant would ever pray, etc. 

Gives Him Vessel. 

"On receiving my letter, which I 
nnnt by his steward, I was sunnnoneO 
to Ills cabin and after being told to 
take a seat, tlie commander said; 

" 'Capt. Copp, you have written mo 
ti moat persuasive letter and one that 
J hiive considered, but I think you have 
done it with a view of getting your 
own vessel back. It so, you must 
abandon such hopes, ns I could not 
i'.iva you your own clothes or any of 
your poasessionH, now on board the 
A'ancouver Belle," unless by a com- 
jnlsslon of my officers to say that It 
Nvas benelicial for my government, 
And I may furtiier say that my oflloers 
lui.vn reported to me that tlie sealing 
men on board, some of whom spealc 
lluKsIan, ,'iro spoiling my crew, telling 
, them stories of how thoy'' are starved 
and ' treated like dogs, whilst In .tho 
American navy they • have good food, 
good pay and plenty of liberty. Now, 
that 1 cannot givo you.'your own ves- 
sel, I will do the next best th«ng. I

will give you an old vessel called tho 
Rosle Olesen, which was seized by tho 
governor of Behrlng Island, and there 
has been a dispute between tho gov- 
ernor and me. as he claimed Iter fov 
his prize. AVhilst I have jurisdiction 
on the water, and he has none, and 
by giving you this vessel, which ho 
said was close In to tho Island when 
seized, I end our dispute. 

"■If you win consent to find your 
way home to British Columbia in this 
old vessel, If you tlilnk she is fit to 
carry you, 1 will make you a present 
ot her. I-will call a commission of my 
pfflo^rs and have her ;,ondemnod as 
useless to' my govcrn«nent. I will not 
Klvc you a)iy flag' or any port ot hall. 
I ^ylll call her by another name, and 
when you got her in order to sail, I 
win give you forty days' . provisions., 
You will also require to sign every 
man on articles, which you will make 
(mt, and have the men signed on before 
one of my officers, leaving me a copy 
of the agreement duly signed by every 
man, so that it may be seen that every 
man seized has been released from my 
ship, and tlien sail with all despatch 
for your home In Vancouver, and thoro 
discharge from your articles of agree- 
ment every man on board before a duly 
authorized government otflclal." 
Capt. Cepp's Answer. 

"To Commander Deliveron I said: 
'I have listened to your proposals to 
give me the Bosle Olesen to be named 
the Prize, but as this vessel has been 
a Brltloli vessel and owned in Vic- 
toria, your gift to mo win be nul and 
void, for In a British court of law tho 
former owners will claim her and 
without doubt she will bo handed back 
to the former owners, unless she Is 
condemned by the Dominion govern- 
ment as being legally seized." 

"Now this answer riled tlie com- 
mander, who was of French extraction, 
born In Russia, his two brothers being 
admirals in the Russian navy, and he 
.spoke up with all his force ot character 
and said: 

"'Capt. Copp. sir, your government 
sliould pay you for your ship, sir. 
They cleared your vessel fur whero 
you should not go, sir. Your goverii- 
iiient should have posted on every 
doorpost in every custom house In 
every port In Canada that you can't 
come liere nor the Okhosk sea, .same 
as in Russian ports, instead ot clear- 
ing vou for these waters.' 

Tlien I said, ••Commander Deliveron. 
If you will kindly listen to nie, 1 wiW 
tell yon what may be done. Seeing 
there is no help for what has been 
done, although you liave linanclally 
ruined me, 1 will accept your offer on 
one condition, and that is she niust lie 
fit to carrj- the dlstrc'^Ked sealers home, 
but 1 shall Imniedlately on arrival f ub- 
mit the ownersliii) to the C^aiiadlan 
government, and if the Canadian gov- 
ernment says, '•Hand lier back to for- 
mer owners, back .shi' will go," for ths' 
handing of lier liack wouUl be evidence 
in my own case of seizure, that tin; 
Doiiiliiion guvernment If handing liuck 
to Ho.sle tJleseii, wlileh was much elo."- 
er the slioro, than the Vancouver lic'llu 
when seized, that tliey would also con- 
shler the Vancouver Belle Illegally 
seized, esiieeially as my interest In tliu 
N'ancouver Belle was much more to 
me If Indemnity was paid than tlie lit- 
tle old of th(i Rosle Olesen." 

Now Editor, I wish you to under- 
stand that I could havi' been lauded 
myself, and I had Just om^ twentj'-dol- 
lar gold jilece in my pocket wlilcii 
would have helped to land me in .la- 
pan, and being acciualnted in Japan, 
as master of a Merchant Ship, I could 
have got home by the Kmpress boats, 
and the Rosle Olesen would have rot- 
ted on the East Coast of Siberia, but 
I did not do this. I imd regard for tlio 
sealing crows that were held In cap- 
tivity on board a Rus.slan cruiser, in 
latitude north of 52 degrees, where' 
Kipling says tliere Is neither 1,'iw of 
God or man, which to our sorrow, we 
found out when Capt. Deliveron landed 
us and we came iind(,'r tho Jurisdiction 
of the local governor ot tlie province 
of Kamscshatka, 

"I will not go Into tho miserable; few 
days siieiit In ;i dirty hovel without a 
root or door, a miserable cattle pen, 
and how the governor threatened to 
send us all to the mlnen. My own 
anxiety, fearing some of them would 
do .something even the smallest reason 
for tli.e .Qosaaclcs to come down on us, 
and then the .goyernor fulfil his threat 
how I'^soldilthe'. clothes from my back 
until the commander gave ino tho 



remnant of my slop chest,. ■which - I 
sold to keep tho men- alive-' In -. tlie 
hovel, until I got the, filth of an in-. 
dlan crew washed and cleaned 'put' of 
tho Rosle Oloaen and in a sanitifry 
state for human beings to live in. 

"flow, when we eml.iarked over 
nlglit on the old craft iireiiaratory to 
leaving port in the morning, some of 
my own as well a.s tlie Victoria crew, 
sold to the peasants some of tho 
clothes for 'VVatka, and gave us a 
howling concert In their drunken state, 
in the way of celebrating their release. 
All these are well known facts, on 
wlilcli I will no further "dwell biit pro-' 
ceed on my way home,' , and on the' 
2Sth day we passed into Fuca Straits. 

That day there was a strong breeze 
fair, and tlie niglit l)efore 1 lay in a 
little crib of a room listoning to some 
of tbe men that 1 had kept from starv- 
ing, got them liberated, .supplied them 
with clothing and even tlie luxury of a 
few pounds of tobacco which the cmn- 
iiumder gave me from tlie Vancouver 
Belle stores, making plans to taki; the 
schooner by force r.nd bring her Into 
Victoria, and claim their part ot sal- 
vage for bringing her home to the 
owners. '..JBut.qn the following day I 
brought .;6k't^^^e biscuit and a few 
tins of meat stowed away privately 
and eald: ■ 'Boys;^)ielp yourselves to- 
day, we'll get dinnoryn Vancouver to- 
morrow, and now 'being on the British 
side 'of the Fuca Straits; I told my son 
to run up the.Brltlsh ICnslgn and call- 
ed tho crow to look at it, and we pass- 
ed Victoria with a whole gale about 
three -p.m., and next morning dropped 
anchor off Slwash Rock, seeing the

San Francisco route. 

The American- HaWctllJin line which 
connects wltli the Teliucintepec rail- 
road Is to add throe new steamers. E. 
S. Dearborn, president of the line, now 
at Portland, .iaid: The American Ha- 
waiian lino Is made up of 17 modern 
steamers, all but five of which are 
equipped with oil-burning plants. Six 
of the fleet operate regularly between 
Now York and Port Mexico, the At- 
lantic terminus of the railroad which 
crosses the istlimus of Tehuantepec. 
The remaining 11 ply out of Sallna 
Cruz, the Pacific terminus of the road, 
where thoy pick up freight shipped 
from Now York and Europe and carry 
It to Sbn Francisco, Portland, Seattlo 
and tlic Hawaiian Islands. 

"The business has grown to such an 
extent," says Mr. Dearborn, "that wo 
have decided to build three new steam- 
ers this summer. Each will be of 
about 10,000 tons capacity. Two of 
the new steamers will be kept on the 
Atlantic side and the third will bo 
brought around to the Pacific.

The period following prorogation of the- 
legislature is always more or less peaceful. 

. After ail, the men who 
THE SOLONS make the laws are more 
AT REST or less like other men, 
even ths men who elect 
them to high position, and after the fitful 
labors of seven weeks or so, and a night sit- 
ting or so, their souls crave rest. So It is that 
at present there is a gireat lull in the. world 
political of British Columbia. The rumors 
that passed through the lobbies while the 
House was in session, tales and counter-tales, 
hints, suggestions, and open myths, have all 
vanished to the tall trees until another session 
comes about, or it may bo. an election. 

The licads of the government are not men 
of leisure, however. Tiie troubles of the ses- 
sion form only a sniail part of their year's 
work. From January to December the execu- 
tive council must be in leadiness to perform 
its large part in the affairs of the country, and 
so last week there were several conclaves, at- 
tended by the leaders of the government. 

The present ycav promises to l)c a more 
than usually heavy one for the executive. A 
large number of important commissions are 
on the programme, and in the selection of the 
nienibcrs of these commissions the executive 
will find opportunity for deliberation and wis- 
dom. But perhaps the most important work 
that will come iieforc them is the work of put- 
ting into operation the great Water bill, passed 
at the close of the session. A mass of detail 
will be involved in carrying out the plan or- 
iginated by the Chief Commissioner of Lands. 
There will of neccssit)' be many complaints in 
the course of this work, but there will also be 
a great betterment of conditions in the part of 
the province chiefly affected by the bill, the 
so-called "dry belt." 

Back in the East various things arc hap- 
pening in various circles, but one particular 

episode holds the centre 
THE KINRADE ot the stage, 'way down 
CASE by the fooiliglits' That 

is the "Kinrade case."' 
For the moment tlic doings of the Witanage- 
niot at Ott;r.v;i paie into insignificance, and 
less is heard of new railways, and other mat- 
ters that are generally regarded as "news." 
Meantime the leading journals devote whole 
pages, and sometimes two or three pages, to 
the mysterious murder case. 

The question at issite is whether popular 
exploitation of crime is or is not good for the 
general morals. If verbatim reports of evi- 
dence, and the Sherlock Holmes work of a 
horde of newspaper sleuths, arc of any real 
value iij the detection of the criminal and the 
prevention of crime, it should go on unham- 
pered. Rut in some minds the idea persists 
that to endlessly supplj' the popular demand 
for crime sensation scr\-cs to familiarize the 
people witli crime, and in a measure to wipe 
out some of the finer sensibilities of the popu- 
lar conscience. Across the "imaginar)' line" 
SLMisation runs riot. The Thaw case was prob- 
ably the most disgraceful instance in recent 
years. But in Canada there are still limita- 
tions. 

"The greatest murder case since Birchell" 
one newspaper describes the Kinrade mys- 
tery. Certainly the wanton murder of a 
young woman is at any time an unspeakable 
crime.

It has its pitfalls without number, 
for the unwary and the rash, but if all that has 
been said about President Taft is true, and if 
ho acts in the capacity of president with the 
tact and judgmcr.t he lias shown on fnrmcr 
occasions wlien in |)Ositif)ns of trust, he is 
about llie best man in the KcpubHc '<i lUKlcr- 
take tariff revision. 

Naturall}', the rc\'ise<l tariff will affect Can- 
ada. The reciprocity features of the tariff 
cannot be said to be great concessions to the 
Dominion, as Canada is in every instance 
asked 1o give a full quid pro f|uo for any bene- 
fits deri\'e(l. On the other hand. Great i'ritain 
will not gain much b}- the Taft tariff. 'i"he 
adoption the United States of the clause 
concerning patents looks a great deal like 
"getting even." 

The assurance of local coal men that the 
consumer will reap the fruit of the reciprocity 
on that commodit}' is good news. The lum- 
ber schedule is another most important item, 
and one that has been looked for for a long 
time by British Columbia producers.

Apparently the movement in China to- 
wards a more democratic system of govern-, 
ment is not being retard- 
CHINA AND cd under the new regime. 
THE PEOPLE Among the host of im- 
perial decrees recently 
published in Pekin was one confirming the 
edict issued by the late Emperor, at the in- 
stance of the deceased Empress Dowager, 
directing steps to be taken for the establish- 
ment of constitutional rule. In the most em- 
phatic terms the new government commanded 
the officials concerned to make the necessary 
preparations for setting uj) a constitution, and 
the creation of a parliament, so that this 
might be accompli.shed within the time origin- 
ally laid down, nainely, nine years. More- 
over,. 1916 was definite!)^: fixed as the year for . 
tlie first parliament. This was followed up the' 






other day by the issue of a second- decfeei jin 
which viceroys and governors were ordered: to 

take steps for the establishment forthwith' of 
local government in cities, towns and villages, 
which the imperial authorities regard as neces- 
sary preliminaiy to tlic granting of a consti- 
tution. These high officers v.'cre requested to 
act energetically and without dcla}-, and to 
inform the people of the government's desire, 
that officials and citizens should work in har- 
mony towards ensuring the success of the new 
conditions. 

In London a few days ago the first batch 
of suffragists, whose cases were adoiirned, 
were brought up again 
SENTENCES ON before Sir Albert de Rut-- 
SUFFRAGISTS zen. Tiie defendants 
were ]\Iis. Despard, iMiss 
Eileen Gwythcr, and i\lr. Joseph Clayton, and 
they were charged with obstructing the police 
in the vicinity of the House of Commons. Mr. 
Ilerbert Muskctt prosecuted for the police. 

The first defendant was J^Iiss Margaret Sid- 
ley.

Mrs. Despard, who was dealt with next, 
was ordered to find sureties to be of good be- 
havior, or go to prison for a month.

Miss Fitzherbert was ordered to find sure- 
ties for her good behavior, or, in default, one 
month's imprisonment. She expressed her in- 
tention of going to prison. 

Nurse Gwyther, of Cardiff, agreed to en- 
ter into her own recognizances to be of good 
behavior.

Its main object will be to unite on 
a comnion platform all Irish-born men, in a 
spirit of the broadest toleration of differences 
of opinion between brother Nationalists, and 
of scrupulous respect for the rights and feel- 
ings of their Protestant fellow-countrymen, 
with a view to concentrating the. whole force 
of Irish public opinion in a movement to ob- 
tain self-government 'for Irish people in Irish 
affairs. 

Its further purpose will be to develop a 
kindlier spirit of patriotism and co-operation 
among Irishmen of ever\- rank and creed in 
all other projects for the national welfare, in 
\vhich common action may he found prac- 
ticable. These projects are declared to be, 
primarily, the completion of the abolition of 
landlordism on just^ terms at the earliest prac- 
ticable date, the active promotion and exten- 
sion of a movement for the revival of Irish 
industries, the cultivation of language tradi- 



tions -and ideals of the Gael, and the social 
\and intellectual elevation of the industrial, 
" agricultural, and laboring iJopuUitiuu both ui 
town and country. It is added that the pro- 
gramme of ''The All For Ireland League" 
contemplates no encroachment upon the spe- 
cial province of any existing political or na- 
tional organization. 

A provisioiial organizing committee, with 
power to add to its number, was appointed to 
make preliminary arrangements for the in- 
augural meeting of the league, which will be 
held in Cork in the early part of April. 

At the Corn Fxchange, Farnham, the other 
' day, speaking at a great Unionist demonstra- 
tion, Sir Gilbert Parker, 
FISCAL M. P., said that the pro- 
REFORM posed French tariff pro- 
posals were a striking ob- 
ject lesson in Tariff Reform, and he was not 
surprised that the President of the Board of 
'iVadc was in a state of unconcealed agitation 
concerning them. Here we were faced by 
proposals for a most considerable increase of 
tariff upon British goods going into France, 
and all we could use was moral suasion, which 
though a necessary and fine factor in human 
negotiations, did not go far in the hard bar- 
gains and transactions of international com- 
petition and business dealings, liusiucss was 
a war of competing interests, and the heart 
of the competitor was hard. You could not 
get something for nothing, and if we wanted 
revision of the French tariff proposals there 
would have to be a (piid pro quo of some kind. 

The United States or Germany could meet 
the French proposals by corresponding move- 
ments in their own tariff. They could use 
their weapons or they could lay them down, 
but the chief ])oint was that they had their 
weapons. We could neither take them up nor 
lay them down, because we had;a«fiscal sys- 
tem which threw us into the areria^with only 
our native industrial skill and the moral 
suasion of the President of the Board of Trade 
to help us. Tariff was a bludgeon that 
smashed the skull of industrial skill, and Mr. 
Cluirchill's moral suasion would not be more 
effective in France than bis moral bluster in 
England. But the President of the Board of 
Trade was a prince of schemers, and it was a 
hundred to one that he would say to France 
that it was only a Liberal Government that 
stood between them and a tariff on French 
products in England, and tiiat France would 
do well to make such concessions in their 
tariff proposals as would enable this Gov- 
ernment to show that all the advantages of 
retaliation could be achieved under a Free 
Trade system, and that the coo of the dove 
could accompli.sh more than the mailed fist. 

As an adroit device this would do credit 
to the most outstanding gift of the President 
of the Board of Trade — political adroitness. It 
was, of course, absurd to talk about the tariff 
proposals of France being an unfriendly act

THE DARK ROOM 

b"'J'ER making sure of our light, the 
ne.xt matter for mn- consideration is 
the ciiemicals.

The best method I know (if for the 
amateur in labelling his bottles, is to use s(nne 
gum labels, as large as possible; stick them 
on the bottled, and then write in big letter;; 
with waterproof ink the name of the chemical 
contained in the bottle ; also as an incentive to 
obtain a chemical knowledge, write the chemi- 
cal term •underneath. Then obtain some good 
hard varnish and varnish over the whole la- 
bel, carrying the varnish well over the edges 
on to the bottles; this will prevent the labels 
getting washed off. Jt is a good jilan in at- 
taching the labels, to put the label on the bot- 
tle, in. suclv a position that the top, cdgeAis leyel 
with "the solutibn "inside, when full. For in- 




stance, siipposinr; your botlle contains a ro 
per cent solution of bromide of potassium, 
pour your lo oz. into the botlle; now place 
the label so that the top edge is level with 
the top of the solution in the bottle; then on 
future occasion.s you neefl no measure, just fill 
the bottle to the top of the label, and you have 
got it. If this is carried out on all bottles, a 
great deal of Jme will be sa\-e(l in the future. 
Solid substances to be dissolved should al- 
ways be finely powdered, and should he well 
agitated with the iicpiid until solution is com- 
l)le-te. Mot water should be used when j)os- 
sible, but care must be taken that the quan- 
tity used is le.ss than the intended volume of 
the solution, and the lirpiifi must be allowed to 
coni before Ijciiig fin;il!y made up to a definite 
volume. Thrre is a limit lo the quantity of a 
solid lliat a Ii(|iii(l can tak-e uj) at a particular 
I eni])eratiire, ami ihi.s i|uanlity is greater the 
higher the temin-ralure. and vice \ersa. Solu- 
tions should niit be m;iile so strong that ilie\' 
are liable lo de|)osit part of their constiuients 
if the temperature falls to, say, 50 degrees F. 
(10 degrees C.) 

When a liquid requires filtering, a grey or 
white filter paper of suitable size is folded in 
half, and iheii in a quadrant; and when one 
side of the (juadrant is opened, we have a 
liollo\\' cone of f)o degrees, which fits into an 
ordiiKu v gla^s fumiel. If the funnel is plain 
the )>a])er shouhl be moistened with water, 
and carefully fitted to the ftmnel by s(|uecz- 
ing the air out fror.. bci\\ een the glass and the 
paper by means of the fingers. A ribbed fun- 
nel filters more quickly, but the paper is more 
liable to break, especially when large quantities 
of liquid are used. The funnel may be support- 
ed on a funnel slaml, or may rest directl}' in 
the neck of the hottie. Jn the latter case tl'iere 
must be sufficient space hctweni the neck of 
the bottle and the stem of the funnel to allow 
the air to escape as the litpiid runs in.

MYSTERIES OF WINDSOR CASTLE 

King Edward, in directing that a fresh in- 
ventory should be made of the treasures of 
Wind.sor Castle, and that a ma]) of the sub- 
terranean passages — if an\ — should be exe- 
cuted, ministers pleasantly to the instinct for 
accuracy as well as of wonder. A castle with 
a history of over seven hundred years is 
worth exploring. Its modern history, how- 
ever, begins only with George IV, observes 
the London Chronicle. When that monarch 
announced his intention of making the castle 
his home a grant of £300,000 was voted him 
by parliament in tSj.|. h'our architects were 
called into consultation — Soanc, Nash, 
vSmirke and Jcffrc\- \\'\'att. 

AYyatt was the lucky man, and under his 
direction work was begun. The first stone of 
King George IV gateway was laid on August 
12, 1824. Everybody was delighted, the archi- 
tect so much so that he implored the king 
to allow him to alter his name to Wyattvillc, 
an odd request, wdiich his majesty graciously 
granted. On the king taking possession of 
his iirivate apartments in 1828 "Wyattville" 
was made a knight, .After the first grant of 
£300,000, others Avcre successively made until 
by the end of the reign of William IV nearly a 
million had been swallowed up, 




to. England, It was part of the war of busi- 
ness. It was part of her general policy. It 
would, no doubt, be found that England,-;- 
would not be especially punished, though the " 
tariff might hit her goods more heavily than 
the goods of other countries; but other coun- 
tries, could negotiate, because they had articles 
for barter and weapons for conflict, and we 
had none, and that was wdiat Tariff Reformers 
were trying to rnend. . 

The Prime Minister, in a fine burst of 
Free Trade panegyric, had thanked heaven 
that British capital was going abroad, and he 
prayed that it would long continue to be ex- 
ported, since it meant purchases of Britksh 
goods. He had a great glow at the thought 
that Jjritish capital went to foreign countries, 
not in the shape of gold or paper, but in the 
shape of material for railways and docks in 
Argentina and other countries. The Prime 
Minister might have carried his inquiries a lit- 
tle further, and he would have discovered that 
out of over .£128,000,000 of new capital raised 
in 1908 only abotit £12,500,000 of railway ma- 
terial went abroad, and that Argentina only 
took a little over £4,000,000 worth. Which 
was tiie better national condition? To have 
such security at home, to have such oppor- 
tunities for profit within our own borders, that 
capital should be spent in British enterprises, 
or to withdraw British capital from British 
enterprises and to invest it in foreign coun- 
tries, from wdiich the British workman at the 
best would only get the profit from purchases 
made from the income of capital invested 
abroad, while the foreign country and the for- 
eign workman reaped all that profit which 
came from the wide and manifold operations of 
a successful industry?

present at a luncheon given at the Great East- 
ern hotel, ill honor of Major-General J. C. 
Hoad, Inspector-General of the Forces of the 
Commonwealth of Australia. The company 
included, among others, the Lord Mayor, Mr. 
Sheriff Braddeley, General Sir William 
Nicholson, Captain R. M. Collins, Colonel Sir 
E. Ward, Mr. J. W. Taverner, Sir Horace To- 
zer, Mr. Plenniker Ileaton, M.P., Mr. C. A. 
Moreing, Mr. C. li. Rason, Mr. Wylie, Mr. A. 
E. Morgans, Lieutenant-Colonel- Fawcett, 'and 
Mr. R. Wallace, K.C. ' ' ' 

The Chairmaa . (Mr. Doolette); in propos- 
ing the health of Major-General Hoad, men- 
tioned that he had received communications 
expressing regret at inability to be present 
from Air. Ilaldanc and Lord Crewe. He said 
that General Hoad had come on a mission to 
confer with the Government on one of the 
most important questions of the day — that of 
national defence and an Imperial Army. It 
spoke volumes for the sound judgment and 
foresight of the Government that they were 
calling to their councils from the outposts of 
the Empire gentlemen of the character of. 
General Hoad to consider the whole question 
of national defence. 

Major-General Hoad, in reply, said that the 
principle of an interchange of military officers 
between the various parts of the Empire must 
be beneficial, more particularly in regard to de- 
fence. In this connection he was sent by his 
Government to ^confer with the War CSffice 
authorities as to the best steps to be taken 
with regard to the carrying out of certain pro- 
posals made by Mr. Haldane at the last Im- 
perial Conference in regard to the formation 
of an Imperial General Staff. Proposals had 
now been drawn up here, and would be sub- 
mitted to th.c various Governments. lie ven- 
tured to prophesy that the result would be 
satisfactory, and must be a great gain in every 
way. Speaking with an intimate knowledge 
of all parts of Australia and all conditions of 
life there, he could say that the Australian 
people were alert to the necessity of maintain- 
ing sufficient forces to defend at any rate their 
particular part of the Empire. liow^ that 
should be (hjne was a matter which need not 
be discussed then, but he thought it v;ould 
be found to be largely by means of the citizen 
soldier. The Empire needed above everything 
else a continuity of policy in naval and mili- 
tary matters. 

Captain Collins, responding to the toast of 
"The Commonwealth," projooscd by Mr. Hen- 
niker Healon, said that the people of Australia 
were setting themselves seriously to the task 
of defence organization in both military and 
naval affairs.

The Treasury add 
the following note : — "My Lords take note of 
the committee's opinion, in Avhich they con- 
cur, that the' estimate presented for such part 
of the expenses connected with the Corona- 
tion as required special provision should have 
been accompanied by an explanation that the 
sum so provided represented only a portion 
of the cost to be incurred." 




OUR or five miles from tlic sea — that 
great inland sea, the Mediterranean, 
on or near whose shores arose the 
mightiest-empires the world- has ever 
seen-^there rises above the level 
plains of Attica, a little hill. It is 
' only ■aboiit' 150 feet high, j,ooo feet in length,' 
arid half as many in width. Here, centuries 
ago, a few buildings perched on the top of the 
rock, and surrounded by a palisade, formed 
tiic beginning of that capital whose fame has 
spread over all the world, and whose glory will 
never die". 

Greece was and is a hard country — a land 
for the most part of desolate hills and bare, 
scanty forests, with but a few small rivers 
that are hardly navigable, and which are use- 
less in summer. And yet, one forgets the 
Greece of true physical facts as one sails on, 
day after day, through the deep blue waters, 
along its coasts, among myriads of islands, 
bound for Piraeus, the harbor of Athens.. 

Eternal summer smiles under the roof of a 
cloudless sky. Everywhere is perfect shelter; 
a coast abounding in deep bays and sunny 
coves; and scenery of the highest possible 
historical interest. One unconsciously looks 
for the Greek cities clustering richly together; 
cities shining with marble and built in fairy 
form; before them the still tranquil harbor; 
behind the purple valley, myrtle groves and 
green seas of waving corn. Instead, theve are 
only visible, here and there, the simple little 
groups of low white houses with flat roofs, 
glistening in the sunshine, and nestling close 
to the water's edge, while at the back, as a 
shadow only of past glory, stand the ruins of 
marble temple or column. 

The approach to the Piraeus is wonderfully 
interesting. At the southern extremity of- At- 
tica, high up on a rocky ledge, there are the 
beautiful remains of the temple of Pallas Athena 
guarding the entrance to the harbor, while just 
before the narrow opening to the port is visible 
the first grand view of the bold square Acropo- 
lis crowned by the Parthenon. When once the 
narrow entrance is passed, the Piraeus opens up 
into a great sheet of water. The little modern 
town, with its pretty public garden, extends in 
a sort of circle round the harbor, and here are 
all the quaint small shops with their . beautiful 
polished marbles and pottery, their , fruits and 
picturesque cloths. 

•One hastens, however, to get on to Athens, 
-just five miles away, and which is reached by 
road or rail. Modern Athens, though so bright 
and charming, with its good shops, hotels, open 
squares and shady gardens, will stir no one's 
soul. ' It -is' the dream, the ideal of it,' as; it was 
in back ages,-in the zenith of 'its power, that 
will ever draw men's hearts. 

And now, just as then, the chief glory of 
Athens is undoubtedly the citadel or Acropolis, 
on which stand those past monuments- pf great- 
ness which even in their present ruined state 
excite the admiration of the world. 

Wherever one goes in the city one's eyes 
turn at all moments towards that rock to look 
untiringly at a splendor that has outlived 
tAventy centuries. 

In ages past, when Athens had reached the 
proud position as supreme head of the Greek 
empire, it was Pericles who persuaded his art- 
loving citizens to adorn their city with such 
masterpieces of architecture, incomparable 
statuary and lasting monuments. The most 
noteworthy work of h.is time and later is con- 
fined to the Acropolis. 

At the foot of the magnificent Propylaca, or 
gateway, as one enters, tliere are still visible 
marks of the chariot wheels of centuries ago, 
and the marble steps of approach to the sacred 
enclosure of the citadel arc worn with the feet 
of the Athenian pilgrims of old. The Acropolis 
formerly must have been one huge mass of 
marble architecture and statuary in ivory gold 
and bronze. Now, the most beautiful tem])li'S 
ntill standing are. the Propylaea already men- 
tioned, the Erechlhcuin and the Parthenon. It.- 
featurod seem modeled after the hills that lie 
with such clearness of form against the blue sky 
behind. It is built in the 13oric style, of pure 
white marble, and is certainly the best specimen 
of Greek architecture. The subject of the won- 
derful frieze that ornamented it was the proces- 
sion of a festival held in honor of AtheAa, to 
whom also the temple is dedicated. There is 
an awe-inspiring grandeur about those moun- 
tainous masses of ruins, in the great roofless 
columns, and in the solitude which surrounds 
one evLM-ywhero that suggests another world. 
One has to stand on the Acropolis to feel an- 
tiquity. Things are so old here that the rest of 
Eurojie seems new-born in comparison. 

And so one wanders on, day after day, 
among all these, and other ancient wonders. 
There is the so-called Temple of Theseus to see; 
the Pnyx Ilill, with its steps and pulpit cut in 
the rock, and froiii where orators addressed the 
Assembly, the supposed prison of Socrates ; and 
also the theatres. Of these last, that to 
Dionysius is the best preserved. It lies on the 
southern slope of the Acropolis, and like all 
Greek theatres is semi-circular in form and open 
to the sky, with beautiful carved marble chairs 
and platforms for actors and orchestra. Orig- 
inally it nrast have been aiile fo seat as many 
as thirty thousand s])('Clulors. 

The most thrilling part of all to us, however, 
is ihe Areopagus, or iMar's Hill, where SI. l^aul 
preached. It is a great bare brown rock stand- 
ing below the Acropolis, and looks ^s though it 
has been swept up by an enormous tidal wave. 
Who that has stood here with daylight showing 
faintly in the cast, and watched the sun rise 
amid an unspeakable glory, Ijghtihg. up the 
whole fair 'city; could help crying out how, as 



St. Paul did ages ago from the same spot, "God 
made the world. He is Lord of Heaven and 
earth." ' ' ; . . 

The "Orthodox" Greek churches are ex- 
tremely curious and beautiful. They are mostly 



took our way to a tramcar, which for farthing 
tickets carried folk to the railway station.

centre of the Main street,' is remarkable for the 

numerous occasions on which it has been able 
to withstand devastation. It is a gem of a 
church, very minute, and contains endless relics. 
The nuiseunis arc storehouses of all that is 
priceless in the wa}' of statuary, vases, reliefs 
and friezes. The best master-pieces of Greek 
sculpture have perished, and we only know 
them througl) Roman copies, but there are parts 
here at least of a genius of the highest culture 
in form that has ever been. The statues are 
strikingly lifelike, . and . absolutely . natural in 
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View of Athena : Showini the Acropolis and Parthenon ; Theatre of Diongaiua Be.otO, at Right Hand Side ; 
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proportion. The Greeks placed beauty next to 
goodness and made nature their model — no 
more fitting mistress cotild ever be. 

How was it, one asks, that u'hatever came 
into the hands of these Greeks became trans- 
muted into gold? How. was it that they, who 
had received from Egypt their first ideas of 
portraiture of a human form, afterwards soared 
into regions of the ideal, and created in marble 
or metals, a beauty more exquisite than can be 
found .on earth — a vision, as it were, of some 
unknown, yet not unimagined world? How 
was it, too, that Asia was only their "Dame's 
school," ^nd that they discovered the greater 
branches of knowledge themselves — that they 
who had learnt in Babylon to divide the day in- 
to twelve parts afterwards exalted astronomy 
into a perfect science? How was it, above all, 
that so small a country coukl exert so remark- 
able an influence on the course of events and on 
the intellectual prowess ol mankind? These 
and other thoughts occur as one looks over 
the fair city and goes back in imagination to the 
tim6 of gods and goddesses meeting Olympus 
with the great Zeus rising above its cloudy 
height, if it be only the poets' imagin.ation 
which has moved the world, still, love and hate, 
life and death, joy and sorrow, pulsated then in 
the souls of men as now, and Helen's was the 
face that launched the ships and set their hearts 
on fire. Theirs was, too, the imagination ready 
to receive inunortalities and to create them 
afresh. Oh. Imagination divine! that sii-n\-c 
after perfection, that sought completion, that 
reaches an ideal, for where tliero is. this, there 
will be art and poetry anti song.

Genghiz asked how much 
wc ought to have paid for our tickets, and the 
gentlenuui having explained the prices, we 
counted our change, and found that we had 
beeit charged for return tickets, but had only 
received single ones. That made Genghiz 
fairly grind his teeth. 

On reaching Athens, wc were again be- 
sieged by crowds of respectably^-dressed men 
with sinister coutitenances. We chose one 
who bore a sli.ghtly evangelical look, and who 



the guide. We chose several other wishes, and 
sat down. 

The soup we could not eat because of the 
olive oil in it, but the guide ate both portions 
with great gusto, W e tried the country wine, 
and nearly burnt our tongues off. Here again 
the guide came to our rescue, and drank it all 
r-p. Theii we had two special bottles of hor- 
rid, acrid red stuff which the guide also drank. 
Meanwhile we walked into bread, fish, veal, 
and glorious grapes. When it was all over we 
offered to pay. The guide said it came to nine 
and a half francs. We protested, and asked for 
details. The guide wrote down the price of 
each item on a piece of folded pink paper, and 
we saw that the charges were worthy of the 
Carlton. 

Then we called for the bill of fare, and 
were told that there was none. They did not 
have such a thing. I opened the sheet of pink 
paper, however, and found all the menu writ- 
ten down, with the prices opposite. We had 
been charged exactly four times for everything 
we had ordered. Genghiz was thoroughly 
roused, and commanded the waiter to go for 
the police, whereupon the guide began blus- 
tering and shouting that he would have us 
killed. A peep at the long, ugly knife that 
Genghiz was so fond of made him quieter, and 
he tried to bolt. But we meant to frighten him 
properly, and escorted him outside, Genghiz: 
threatening to slice his gizzard in seventeen 
different directions if he attempted to escape. 
When we reached the vicinity of the square 
we pushed him into a dirty gutter, and told 
him to levant, Avhich he did with more speed 
than dignity. Then we tri^d a guide without 
an evangelical appearance. ~ 

This man was horrified to hear British 
tourists should have been so treated; it was 
enough to make Mr. Gladstone turn in his 
grave. We desired to post some letters, and 
requested our guide to take us to the post of- 
fice. The guide suggested that we should sit 
down in a coffee house wliile he ran off and did 
our business. Genghiz Khan just looked at 
him. At the post office we got stamps for our 
letters, aiid thence went to the telegraph desk. 
While waiting there the guide asked me for 
my letters so that he might go round the cor- 
ner and drop them into the post box. I was 
about to comply, when Genghiz interfered, and 
•indignantly asked me if I wanted to make the 
man a present of the stamps. My telegram 
having been despatched with the assistance 
of the guide, wc then departed for the British 
Embassy, where I had some small business to 
do. There. I asked about the price of a tele- 
gVafri to Turkey. "'Wie then checked my change, 
and found I had "been charged two pence a 
word too much, whereupon Genghiz Khan got 
up in a rage, and ran out to the door to find 
the guide. When I had finished my business 
I went out, and found Genghiz the centre of 
an interested crowd, all gazing into the dis- 
tance. Genghiz waved his stick, and asked me 
if I couldn't see the guide running for his life. 

We now bought a packet of Egyptian 
cigarettes and entered a cafe, where we 
thought a cup of Turkish coffee would soothe 
our nerves and put us in a more suitable frame 
of mind for visiting the Acropolis. The cof- 
fee was first-class, and Genghiz Khan began to 
expand as he sniffed its fragrance, and opened

Mr. Djingheuz was my fellow-passenger on 
board a .'-^tcanier \'oyaging i)et\vcen Marseilles 
and Const;uUino]jle, and, of course, I called 
him Genghiz Khan \vithin five minutes of our 
becoming acquainted. He was a Russian from 
the Caucasus, and had no quarrel with the 
name. He had been in England, and had 
learnt that everybody there was eccentric, 
both in manner and sentiment. That he should 
be thus nick-named by a perfect stranger was 
entirely consonant with his ideas of the British. 

Genghiz was a great student of the classics, 
and when we sailed up to Piraeus he said we 
must surely visit Athens together. He told 
me all about Mr. Gladstone's championship of 
Greece, and added that every Greek dining- 
room was adorned by an enlarged ;)hotogra])li 
of our great statesman, and every church altar 
ornamented by his portrait in oils. Genghiz 
has much' of the spirit of truth in him, but 
less of the letter. When the anchor dropped 
he said to me, "Come!" and we stumbled 
down the gangway into a boat. Two ruffians 
paddled us ashore in thirty seconds, and de- 
manded a franc apiece for then- services. I 
paitl, but Genghiz glared at his boatman and 
gave nothing. Genghiz is very fierce to look 
at, so the boatman did not press the matter. 

Having landed, we were assailed by many 
well dressed and gentlemanly-looking con- 
spirators, v.'lio spoke English and ' Ainerican 
with great fluency. Genghiz said that I must 
leave them to him, for he declared me unfit 
to deal with Greek "pcpplps."^ The guides ^ 
melted away from before Genghiz, aiid jye be- ' 
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spoke English very badly, thinking perhaps 
that he might be more genuinely Greek than 
the others, who evidently were sophisticated in 
the highest degree. This man wanted a sove- 
reign to take us round, whereupon we moved 
away to another street. But he followed us, 
and eventually he agreed to come for three 
francs, Genghiz Khan demonstrating that for 
this sum in Greece a man and his whole family 
might liyc for a week. We demanded first to 
be taken to a restaurant, where we might have 
breakfast, and cleanse our palates of all recol- 
lections of the vile cuisine of our steamer. A 
Turkish pillav, suggested our guide. The very 
thing, we deglared. 

We left the politer parts of the to-wn, and 
entered a region of dark lanes and low vege- 
table shops, Genghiz wondered if the man 
(bought us such fools as to allow ourselves to 
be murdered. In case, he took out his re- 
^•olver, and be.gaii blowing dov.-n the barrel 
and snai)|)ing the trigger. 'I'hen he stopped at 
a wooden railing and commenced stropping his 
knife. The guide took note of these prepar- 
ations, and remarked that we would soon come 
to the place. When we did, Genghiz walked, 
straight into the kitchen and looked into all 
the pots. There was no pillav, a fact 'which 
he carefully and threateningly pointed out to 



out the cigarettes. The first whiff of the cig- 
arette, however, threw him into a state of 
high dudgeon. Cameldung, he coughed. Me 
called the waiter, and asked if it was ])ossil3le 
to get a cigarette of good quality. The man 
brought a lot of different boxes, of the con- 
tents of which we had no means of judging, 
until a nicely-.Spoken Gref>k gentleman, who 
had been enjoying his chibouque in a corner, 
came to our rescue and showed us what to 
buy. He said he was a professor in a college 
and we were very thankful to find somebody 
decent to talk to, Genghiz having found the 
cigarette reconnuended tolerably to his taste, 
then began to pay the waiter, throwing in as 
backshish the box of cigarettes he could not 
smoke. But against this the professor protest- 
ed, asking why we should give the cigarettes 
to the waiter, who had done nothing for us — 
much better give them fo him. Genghiz then 
solemnly presented him with the box, which he 
sarefully pocketed. This made us wonder if 
the gentleman was really a professor. 

All the aggressiveness had gone out of 
Genghiz -Khari. -"Those: Greek peoples" had . 
ishakei];;. -his,, faith in. htiman nature. /"Let - us 
try if. .the anc(ehts can b? more. kind," .he al- 
most wept, ' as we looked out. Jor .a vehicle. 
The guidjes all stood aloof, for our fame had 



spread abroad, and even the carriage drivers 
would have none of us. But we-' found one 
man coming from the suburbs, and had board- 
ed him before he had'tirrie tp'/^di^^^ that 
we were Tartars. We said we^waiited to go 
to. the_ AcroppHs, and he repUedi,' tha%a& the 
distance^iVras great -we .wptild^ fif- 
.feen francs. ' Genghiz pretehde^^ fo uhder- 
staridr;and just wa-ved and nodded. It .took 
five minutes to drive to the bottom of the'»:hiU ^ 
and a few more to crawl up the low eminence 
crowned by the Parthenon. Near the top we 
were bese-iged by crowds of people trying to 
sell us picture post cards and sheets of stamps. 
I asked' one man whose stamps were old and 
varied how much he wanted for them. He 
said five francs. Incautiously I offered fifty 
centimes, one-tenth of his own price, and he 
leapt at the money. Genghiz Khan then of- 
fered a penny for a similar sheet, and had 
thousands pressed upon him. 

An official rescued us from the crowd, and 
politely offered to show us the Parthenon. We 
thanked him, and followed. As we climbed up 
the broad steps and passed through a gateway 
of massive stone, our self-constituted guide 
rather disappointed us, for he began speechi- 
ifying upon the grandeur and beauty of these 
wonderful old ruins. We told him to shut 
up. He kept quiet until wc came to the place 
where Socrates had been wont to address the 
assembled Greeks, and then he burst out into 
impassioned eulogy upon the mighty dead, 
and so forth. I asked him who was Socrates. 
With real indignation he stated that Socrates 
was the greatest philosopher that ever lived," 
and that But I interrupted to ask if So- 
crates was still alive. I apologize to the 
reader for inflicting upon him this v;ell known 
joke ; but Genghiz had never read. Mark Twaiii, 
and was so delighted with my wit that he gfave 
me a silver cigarette box. 

Our saddened guide continued to ramble 
on about the ancient Greeks in an ecstatic man- 
ner, until Genghiz asked him why tlie Greeks, 
once so great, were so rotten now. The poor 
man took it much to heartj -and almost wept 
out that Greece had 'been th6 '^bastion of 
Europe," and that Mr. Gladstone was the 
greatest friend the Greeks had ever had. 
Genghiz told him to stow Mr. Gladstone, and 
to explain why the Greeks ran away from the 
Turks. When I began to take photographs 
our guide recovered courage. He said that we 
must both go and stand in the gate of the 
Parthenon, and thathc'would take the phOtO;' 
graph, showing us standing upon historic 
ground. I just glared at ' him.. , Then he took 
up his position in the very middle of my pic- 
ture, which made me threaten to wring his 
neck. He could only stammer out that I 
seemed a very different gentleman from Mr. 
Gladstone. This remark brought him into 
greater peril than he guessed, but I let it pass. 
When we returned to our carriage . hp asked 
for his pourboire. Genghiz af f ected ; not to 
understand him, and begged to know why -jve" 
should give him a present. ■ He pointed "out 
his services, and the many beautiful things 
he had shown us, adding that his usual fee 
was five francs. But Genghiz said that he 
had volunteered to guide us, and that we took 
him for a government official who had ac- 
companied us for his own pleasure. This time 
he invoked the aid of the stamp dealers, a 
vicious-looking crowd, and we thought it well 
to pay hira a franc and depart. 

When we discarded our cabman at the rail- 
way station we gave him three francs instead 
of fifteen. The consequence was a revolution, 
out of which we were rescued by the police. 
At the booking office I watched Genghiz with 
great interest — he was paymaster for the day 
— and was delighted to hear him enter into 
loud argument with the clerk, the while a long 
queue of people waited patiently. Pie emerged 
smilmg and triumphant. "That devil tried 
to cheat me, but I tell the fool he catch a Tar- 
tar." Give me Genghiz the next tinie I am 
sightseeing. — The Scottish Review.

THE MESSIANIC TRADITION 



ApoIIos was an Alexandrian Jew, "an eloquent 
man, mighty in the Scriptures." Ho met Prlscllla and 
Aqullla, two companions of Paul, at Epliesus, and the 
result of their conversations was that lie embraced 
ClirlsUanlty, and "lie mishtily convinced tho Jews, 
^ and that publicly,: shewing by the Scrljjturea. that 
' Jesus was Christ." This brloU statement, iaketi from 
tho Acts of the Apostles, suggests two queries. Orio 
of them is as to what "scriptures" Apollos referred, 
and the other is as to what he taught when he con- 
vinced people that "Jesus wa.s Christ." . It may be 
mentioned in passing that Christ was not a name, 
but a title, meaning the anointed. The expression 
Christ JTesus is used sometimes in the New Tn.sta- 
ment, but only as we say King Edward, when wo 
mean Edward the King. The Romans confused tho 
teem Chriatus with the Latin word Ch'reatus, the latter 
meaning: Just, ahd one of the. emperors tliought that 
the Christians were followers of a loader named 
Chrestus, and ho directed tliat ho should bo api)rc- 
hended and punished. The title "the Christ" prob- 
ably did not ante-date tho time of David; but the 
iMessianic tradition was very much older. 

It is not to be supposed that tho scriptures in 
wlilch Apoilos was so "mighty" was the collection of 
books which wo call the Bible. The New Testament 
boolvs had not been written at that time, and there la 
no reason to suppose that llio Old Testament books 
alono arc meant in the expression quoted. Jewish 
literature was very much more extensive than such a 
supposition would imply. At the time of Apollos 
Alexandria was the great centre of culture and know- ■ 
ledge, and a vast library had already lieen accumu- 
lated there. We ai"e not warranted in thinking that 
JVpolIos was simply what we would call today a 
great Bible student, but that l>e was well versed In 
Jewish historj', philosophy, law and literature. He 
was not a man who accepted a theory and theh 
.sought to support it by arguments derived from a 
few books dllhcult to understand, and susceptible of 
several interpretations, but one whose studies had 
convinced him tliat there was a substantial founda- 
tion for tho Messianic tradition. We may, without 
doing violence to the brief narrative in the Acts, 
assume that ho went to Ephesus because he had 
hoard of tho teachings of Paul, and doubtless also 
Bometliing concerning tile life of Jesus. Tlie state- 
ment is expressly made tliat ho knew of John the 
, Baptist, and there is nothing more reasonable than 
to think that, being familiar with the history and 
traditions o£- his race and having heard of John and 
Itiis i>reachlng of repentance as well as something 
about Jesus of Nazareth and being informed that 
Paul, a man of education, was teaclilng that Jesus was 
tho Christ, ho should go to Ephesus to investigate 
tho new cult. That lie did so, and was convinced of 
its truth, was a notable thing. Ills was one of the 
first and certainly the most eonsi>icuous lnslanc(! of 
conversion to Christianity by the process of intellect- 
ual Investigation that \ve have on record. Nothing is 
said about his being shown , miracles and other works. 
Later ho became conspicuous as a leader ol! a sect 
of Christians. 

It would likewise be interesting to know what con- 
ception of the McK.slah Apollos malntiUned. It ap- 
pears from tho Kpistle to the Corinthians that the 
Church was divided Into sects, some of them looking 
to Paul as their leader, others to Apollos and otheVs 
to Peter, but we are without any veryVdeflnlte Idea 
oC the points of difference. It is tho Pauline concep- 
tion of Christianity and of the Messlahship of Jesus, 
which has survived, and this may be statc<l in a gen- 
eral way to be that Jesus Christ came to save men 
Individually, and that his death was In propitiation 
of the sins of men as Individuals, and not the inaugur- 
Btlon of a new eppch in tho history of the Jewish 
people. 

Messianic traditions are almost universal. In very 
few races are they not found. Sometimes the legends 

relate to a Jlessluh who has already come, some- 
times the.y relate to one who is to come. Glooscnp 
and Hiawatha are t.vpcs of the Indian Me.«siah. 
Spebiow, who, according to the Snoqualnilo myth, 
restored tho light and vegetation to tho earth, was a 
Messiah. The Arabs have for centuries been in ex- 
pectation of El Mahdi. and scores of men have 
claimed to be entitled to that designation. Among 
some of the negro tribes of Africa there Is a tradition 
that a Messiuli is to come, wlio will lead them to 
wealth and happiness. .Many other instances could 
bo cited, lint the Jmvish race is .soniewliat different 
from ail otiiers, in that thi' idea of a Messiah seems 
to have been from the earliest tiiiii>s f unclaiiiental In 
the call of Abraham. The promise to him of a glorious 
future for his descendants, the renewed promises to 
Jacob and other incidents, which persons familiar 
with the Old Testament narrative will readily recall, 
seem related to the Messianic traditon. It can easily 
ho under.«tood how during the days of tho Egyptian 
bondage tlie longings of tlie peoiilc for the fullllineiit 
of the promises to their forefathers would have licen 
intense, and how they came to look iiiion .Moses as the 
expected Deliverer. In Inter days, when tlie nei-cl of ,a 
stronger government than that of the ".ViKltces" was 
felt, and the royal house of David was established 
after Saul's troublous reign, thi; people very naturally 
supposed the Messiah had come, and hence we lind 
the term used in connection witli David and some 
of his successors. It is impossible to reconcile 
tho various applications of the word In tho Old 
Testament with tho sense in which we use the 
expression today; and we do not know that 
it is at all necessar.v for us tn endeavor to do so. 
'J"ho truth of t'hri.'stianlty Ls happily not dependent 
upon our ability to make a number of isolated ex- 
pressions square with eacli other, nor ujjon tho chance 
that •writers slnco tho Cruolflxlon have been able to 
give us a correct view of the aspirations and Ideas 
of the people who lived in Judea ten or twelve cen- 
turies before that event. As a matter of liistorleal 
interest, however, it may be mentioned that the early 
Jewish cnnceiitlon of the Messiah seems to luive been 
of a Ictuler who would ensun; universal duininion for 
thelr nation, and there is some reason to think that It 
was supposed to have been realized In the person of 
Moses. Tho Idea remained alive, and later seems to 
liave centred Itself on David. The literature relating 
to D.avid is not easy to understand. An attempt lias 
boon maiio to give it a proiihetlc interpretation, but it 
cannot be said to have been successful. .Assuming 
tliat t;he Messianic tradition was In point of fact an 
aspiration of the .lewlsii race, having a divine origin 
and destined to divine fullilment, there is no dlfllculty 
In holding that David's contemporaries may have 
ascribed tho Messiahship to him. In tho Books of 
tlio Prophets wo have a mass Of Messianic literature 
whii:li is simply amazing. The Idea seems to havo been 
in proces.s of evolution, and a very remarkable I'volu- 
tlon it was. Seven hundred years before Christ, Isal;ili 
wrote: "And in that day ttiere slinll be a root of 
Jesse, which shall stand for an ensign of tho peoph': 
to it Phall tho Gentiles sock." If wo are not mistaken 
tills is the first reference to the Messiah as having 
any message to tho Gentiles, the first Indication on 
the part of the Jews that tho expected Anointed One 
was not a more national lender. Daniel speaks of 
tho IMosslah as the Son of Man and as one who 
should set up "an everlasting Kingdom that should 
never .pass away." At tho time of tlie birth of Jesus 
the Jews Boemed to have fallen away fi\)in the con- 
ception of tho Messiah entertained by tho prophets, 
and had rolapsed^to, the' original idea, which wns at 
one time thought Voi have found expression in Moses 
and afterwards In Cavld. They looked for ^ne.iyho 
■would deliver their nation from the- controlVbi:

very many of those'^ who afcolalniba Jesus when He 

entered Jerusalem, expected ' that he would lead , a 
revolution. There is no .doubt that JesUS Himself 
claimed to- bo tlio Messiah.' ■ 

After the CrucIfLxion it was voit clear- to His fol- 
lowers .that if Jesus was tho Christ, their ideas of 
what, the ■ Meijslahship Implied would have to be 
broadened. .-. There arose at once wide differences of 
oplhlph-as to , ■whether or not tho Gentiles were bono- 
flolarics.'of the new dispensation, but first Peter and 
• af terv/acds'- E^^^ became .persuaded that they were, 
and the' result we'.s6o In modern ChrlBtlnnlty. 

Tho Messianic tradition, M'lilcli has its origin in 
the obscurity of the inist and lias liecu subjected to 
so many variations, appears to lia\-e been iireserved 
111 its best form by the Jews. Speaking historically, 
and witiiout any regard to the religious aspect of 
tho case. It seems a very remarkable thing that hu- 
manity- appears to have had implanted in it tht; germ 
Of progress which lies at the very base of our modem 
civllizaltion, although its development into full life 
has been greatly retarded. There never was a time 
when mankind have not been looking for a Savior, 
and tho cry of the ages lias been, "O that we knew 
v.-here to liml lllni." The cry is still going up, but 
only because humanity in tho mass refuses to see 
that the salvation for which It has been looking for 
centuries is within the individual. 



ACTIUM 

After the battle of Phillppl. .-Vntony set out on a 
tour of Western Asia. An agreement had boon 
reached between him and his fellow-triunivlrs liy 
which ho was to have Greece and Asia as his prov- 
inces. Lepidus was to control Africa, and Octavlan 
to be ruler of Italy, Gaul, Britain and Simln. The 
more ardent of tho Roman democratic leaders had 
taken refuge in Sicily where Sextus Poniiielus, ii 
son of Pompey, whom Julius Caesar defeated at 
Pharsalla, was able to defy the Triumvirs. As ho 
journeyed in Asia, Antony was visited tiy Cleopatra. 

This was in 41 15. C. lie liad lirst met the J'^gyp- 
tian queen fourteen years before, when she was lif- 
teen years of age. Plutarch describes her as not 
toeing exceptionally beautiful, but as possessing ex- 
traordinary powers of fascination. Her ambition 
was boundless, and S'he aimed at ruling in Kome. To 
this end she surrendered herself to Julius Caesar. 
She was at that time twenty-two years of ago. 
Wlien Caesar was assassinated she was greatly dis- 
appointed that lie had not named their son Cacsar- 
ion as his lielr. Slie saw in Antony, iis she thought, 
the con-ling ruler of Rome and aspired to the iiosi- 
tlon of his consort in the imperial city. Witli this 
object she went to Tarsus in a magnilicently ap- 
pointed ship, mot Antony, and persuaded liiiii to re- 
turn with her to Egypt, where ho remained for eomo 
time. Ho then returned to Italy. The events of tho 
next throe years were lot the most stirring nature. 
Octavlan greatly strengthened his power at the 
expense of his fellow-trlumvlrs, but his relations 
witli Antony continued friendly, so much so. Indeed, 
that he gave his sister Oetavla to him as his wife, 
and made an agreement for a fresh partition of the 
emiiire between them. Sliortly :iftcr this Antony set 
out for Asia to undertake^ a campaign against the 
Partlilans. His wife expressed a wish to join him 
and ho permitted her to conio as far as Atliena, but 
Instead of Joining hor there, he «ot out for Eg>pt to 
see Cleojjatra. Oetavla returned to Rome and Oc- 
taviah resolvfed to revenge tho Insult to his sister. 
But ho knew well how to possess his soul in patience 
and it was not until he had strengthened his hold 
upon tho western half of the cniiiire beyond all 
chance of Its lieing slialcen off, tliat lie persuaded 
the .Senate to declare \\ ar iigalnst Egypt. The os- 
tensible reason for this ;ict wa.s tho policy pursued 
by Antony, who had set up an Snijierial establlslimont 
in Alexandria, carving up tho Roman dominions in 
Asia into kingdoms and pr-oclaimlng the young chil- 
dren of Cleopatra as sovereigns. The life of Antony 
during the three years spent, by him In Egypt after 
his desertion of Oetavla passes description by reason 
of the luxury attending It. He professed to be 
the god Osiris, while Cleopatra was the goddess Isls. 
Their feastings, their water Journeys on the Nile, 
their pageants were of tlio most extraordinary char- 
acter. The great soldier, eliiquent slati-sman. and 
able administrator was absolutely under the eoiitrol 
of the remarkable woman of whom ho liad liecome 
so enamored. He was forty-nlno years of ago when 
ho began this extraordinary life; and Cleopatra was 
thirty-five; ho was therefore fifty-two and she thir- 
ty-eight at the time of tho declaration of war by 
Rome. 

His years of folly had not wholly dulled Ills ac- 
itivities and on hearing nf tha action of thn Senate 
lie resolved to save lOgypt liy ronquering Rome. Ho 
Imd a force of 100, nOO infantry and I'J.OOO ca\-alry, 
with a fleet of fiOO aniied vessels at ills eniuniand, 
and all that Octavlan w.-is able ti> assemble was 
SO,noO Infantry, 12,000 horse, and 250 siilps. Octa- 
vlan had an advantage iiA the fact that his ships 
were smaller and more easily handled than those of 
ills enemy and much bettor manned. As an indica- 
tion oC the manners of those days, it may be men- 
tioned that Octavlan sent Antony a mes-sage asking 
him to hasten his preparations for battle. He even 
offered to withdraw his troops so as to permit An- 
tony to land In Italy and to give liliii lime to get 
tlieni In tlglitlng order heforn nttaeliiiig. To this 
Antony re|>lied by a cli.-illeiiKe to singh^ eomb;it, or 
as an alternative to select 1 'liarsulia as a liattlelield and 
tlieri- eoiiteiirl for the iOiii'.dre, These offers Octavlan 
declined. Persuaded by Cleopatra, who was iiresont 
with 200 ships, Antony decided to trust to a sea- 
fight, and as a preliminary thereto 140 of the Egyp- 
itlan ships were burned and the more Cfllclont of 
their crews and figliting men were transferred to 
the remaining CO. Tlie oppo-sing forces met near 
Actluni and at the outset neither side iiad the ad- 
vantage, wlu-n of a sudden (.'leopatrji's galley was 
seen to break away fron> the fleet, followed liy all 
the lOgyptlan vessels. .■\ntony sprang Into a small 
galley and was rowed towards lier ship Into which 
ho was taken, and the lllglit was continued. His 
deserted forces waged tho battles as well as they 
could but were completely defeated, 5000 men being 
slain and 200 ships being captured. Antony's land 
forces at first refused to bolievo that their leader 
had basely deserted thom. but when Candldius, who 
was second in command, deserted them in the night, 
accompanied by his iirliieipal subordinates, they 
surrendered to Octavlan. 

i'\ir three days after their disgraceful lllglil An- 
tony and Cleopatra had no iutei-courso with I'acli 
other, tho former being complcttdy brolcen with 
shame and remorse. A reconciliation between them 
was offocted largely through the Iniluence of Char- 
mlon, who was more than a mere waiting maid as 
Shakespoaro describes hor, and one of a small group 
who really ruled Egypt. It was clear, however, to 
the ambltlouf. queen tlint she could no longer liopo 
to accomplish iier desigiiH tlirough tho instrument- 
ality of Antony and she opened communications 
wltli Octavlan. lie profosseii to be willing to assent 
to lier overtures, and eleven months after Actlum 
he arrived in Egypt. On learning of his comiiiK An- 
tony slow himself .-ind on linding that she was un- 
able to Influence Octjivlan Cleopatra sought death. 
The manner of her death is not known.. It took 
place after an Interview with Octavlan; • The story 
of tho asp rhay or may not bo true. 

Tlie victory of Actlum left Octavlnn mnstor of 
the Uoninn world. He ]ireserved for a time a formal 
aubordlnatlon to tho control of tho Senate but tlio 
-days of .the .Republic were gone never to .return 
agath, it would have mattered little to Roman . lib- 



erty if Antdriy..had. triurhph^'d^ a as he ought 

to haya-aone if'.ite' iiad.iiiot,;ignbm fled. What 

the future ;0f ';th!9:<natioh w^uW-' have been if ho had 
.succeoded.vand'. Mad laet up,? an Imperial \ throne with 
Cleopatra as Ills'" empress wo may, perhaps, imagine, 
but cannot hope to know. 

After ho had consolidated his power and sup- 
pressed all opposition both at homo and abroad, Oc- 
tavlan was proclaimed Augustus by the Senate, which 
means consecrated. Tlius was established a dynasty, 
and from this, it Is to be assumed, was derived tlio 
notion of the divine rlglit of kings.

THE HO.LLANDERS OR DUTCH 



Tlie proof that tlie (luallty of patriotism is one of 
th(.' most potent pertaining to mankind Is strongly 
evidenced by the jx.'ople of Holland. When a coun- 
try is endowed by nature willi loveliness of scenic 
environment, mineral wealth, and plentiful product- 
iveness of soil, we can readily understand a grateful 
people's appreciation and attachment; but when a 
land Is well-nigh barren, inundated by a death-dealing 
sea-flood, ravished at all times by high, fierce winds 
and drenched with rherclleas rains. It Is difllcult to 
understand the Intense loyalty displayed towards it 
by the Inhabitants. Holland today is a smiling land 
of plenty, famed for tiie (|uallty and quantity of Its 
produce, famed for tin- riehiiess of its iiasturo-lands 
and the breeds of cattle raised thereon, famed for the 
picturesqueness of its cities through which the canals 
run laden with barges and boats of many descriptions, 
famed for the loveliness of Its gardens, and the old- 
world customs of Its people. In places It Is as beauti- 
ful as Venice, with added charms of its own, a coun- 
try of wtilch any iieojile might be proud, yet In rc- 
inolo times tills was all vastly different. I'llny has 
given us a description of the country during tliat 
lieriod. "There," writes he, "the ocean iiours its Hood 
twice every day, and produces a perpetual uncertainty 
whether the country may be considered part of the 
continent or of the sea. The wretched inhabitants 
take refuge on the sand-hills, or in little huts which 
they erecct on the summit of lofty stakes whoso ele- 
vation is conformable to that of the highc'st tides. 
When the sea rises they appear like navigators: when 
it returns tliey seem as tliougli they had been slilj)- 
wrecUod. They subsist on tho lisli loft by tho 
refluent waters, and which they catch in nets formed 
of rushes or seaweed. Neither tree nor shrub is 
visible on these shores. - The drink of the people is 
rainwater, which they preserve with great care; their 
fuel a sort of turf which tliey gather and form with 
tile hand. And yet these unfortunate lieings dare to 
complain wlien they fall under the power and arp 
incorporated with the Smpiro of Borne." 

There were high lands in the Bouthom parts, 
sterile enough but not so liable to Inundations by tho 
sea. While the lowlands were peopled with the 
patient uncomplaining llshermen wlio liad neitlier tho 
time nor the inclination to make battle, the people in 
the soulli were warriors and agriculturists. Tlio early 
history of tlie Dutch Is that of a whole nation 
struggling with grim courage and steadfastness of 
purpose against the elements of nature which seemed 
to combine all its forces to render their living stren- 
uous and well-nigh unbearable, and the final triumph 
of a brave long-suffering race over almost Insur- 
niountablo obstacles, a race which,' in time, reclaimed 
its land from the encroaching sea and made it to 
"blossom like the rose." 

When tho Romans under Caesar began their in- 
vasion of the whole of Eurojie the peojilc in tiio 
lilglilands of Holland, after their defeat had lieen ac- 
complished, not only sutiinltted to Die conqu.'rors, but 
united their forces witli the Romans and in ex- 
cliaiig(! for their freedom received many benefits from 
the liands of Ceasar. Tho men of the Lowlands, des- 
jjislng honors -and favors that could only be bought 
at the cost of their independence, resisted tho In- 
vaders with all their power, and trusted to their own 
industry and perseverance to build uji their country 
and reclaim it from the sea. It is jirobable that the 
marshland presented so few attractions to the Ro- 
mans that they made no great efforts to possess it in 
the first place, and the Frisians and Menapi.ins, as 
the inhabitants were then called, were piirniitted to 
carr.v on th<!lr lives In comparative peace, 'i'lie.se 
jieopie liad, even In tho days of Caesar, established 
considerable of a trado with England, and were a 
distinctly niaritinie race. As the Roman iOmplre de- 
clined all the maritime peoples formed a union 
against tho inhabitants of tho Interior. Henceforth 
tho history of Holland is Interwoven with the history 
of the whole of Europe, and In reading it we meet 
with the famous names of Clos-is, Charles Martel 
and others equally distinguished. Charles Martel 
eventually triumphed over the i'^risians and labored 
diligently to establisii Cliristlimity among tliem. He 
was not very successful, however. It Is related of 
Radbod, one of tho greatest of the Frisian kings, 
that having been converted by a Christian mission- 
ary he was about to bo baptized, when just as ho 
put Ills foot Into the water he paused, asking wliere 
his old companions In arms had gone after their 
deatli. "To Hell," promptly rejilled the priest. 
"Then," said Radbod, (pilckly willidrawin),-- his foot. 
"1 will go to hell witli them rather than to I'aradlso 
with you and your peoCile." So tho Frisian king 
died a pagan. 

In Charlemagne's time the coastllinds were still 
i-alled ]'"rleHland. hut bad begun to assume an en- 
tirely dilferent character from that which dlstlng- 
ulsheil tliein a c(-ntiivy before. Marshes had disap- 
l>i iired, great dykes had been built for the protection 
of lands formerly submerged, and in the accom- 
lillshlng of tliesQ feats of onglnoorlng all the people 
Ii.-id united. "This vital' necessity for tlio construc- 
tion of dykes had given to tlie poimlation a particu- 
lar habit nf union. ,t;iHi(h\ill and recliirnc.-il justlei', 
because it was nece'ssary to make common cause in 
tills great work for their mutual preservation." 

Wo are told that the law and tho manners of the 
people of the Xetlierl.-unls were very similar to those 
of the S.ixons in ICngland, except that the peoph^ of 
the former eoniitry luul a milder form oi justice, and 
possessed h'ss of a martial spirit. Menapla, In 
Charlemagne's time, l;,id become a prosperous com- 
monwealth, and had formed tho famous political as- 
BOClation called "Glldon." All members of the Gil- 
den wero required to give arsistunce to each other In 
times of trouiilo, and to' oppose an.v power, monarchlal 
or otherwise, which threatened their Independtniee. 
In I'rlesland the people had made n further advance 
and secured from Charlemagne certain rights 
eciulvalent to those embodied In the Magna Charta 
of a later date In EnKlimd. 

Holland today Is .-i country of diversiliea jieople, 
numniirs and customs, a couiitr.v essentially modern 
and yet curinusly and most picturesquely linked with 
tlie past In many of dta' institutions. It has had a 
Ibrilllant history, the names of some of tho world's 
greatest warriors, statesmen, and scientists have a 
place In their records, and "Its people still retain their 
jovo for freedom. Independence, Industry and perse- 
verance which distinguished tHoir bid-time ancestors.

Tho season began on tho 1st of ilay and ended 
with Goodwood. London was no place for tlie wealthy 
at any otlior time of tho year. Social entcrtainnieiUs 
were fixed almost like Saints' days or race meetlnRs, 
and few attempts were made to diversify their sol- 
emnity by any of those impromptu gatlieriiitrs beloved 
of the present generation. 

If the life of Society was monotonous fifty years 
ago, one can guess what tho life of ordinary folk 
must have been. 

If Society did not go to the RItz or the fai iton to 
dine "for a change," but ate its huge joints and 
massive entrees in its own spacious mansions — 
homes which it had inhabited early in tlie season as 
long as It could remember— the fate of tho unfash- 
ionable must have boon even more relentlessly 
changeless! It is not therefore surprising that there 
has been a tremendous reaction during tho present 
century. 

The craving for change — change of diet, change of 
place, change of dross, change of house, change of 
friends, change of— everything— Is ono of the most 
remarkable features of 11;;^ present ora. To combat 
the abnormal craving peoi)lL' tried a few years ugo to 
return to the monotony of their fathers' and mothers' 
lives. They called it "leading tho simple life." Soon 
tliey found that the effort was not really a genuine 
one; that It was indeed merely a new manifestation 
of their old diseas(;. Uirectlv the "siinpU! lil'o" ceased 
to be a novelty it lost its attraction. 

And as to tlio "simple life" itself, what was It? 
To live for a while In tlic countrx-. with only two or 
three servants, in quite a small little country house, 
with just on(! or two spare rooms only, to aeconimo- 
date any friends who might wish to come and share 
In the delights of nature, to live only upon the plain- 
est food (.served nj) in tho very latest stylo upon the 
finest silver and plate!), to drive about tho country 
side and undergo further "hardships" and "roughing" 
it" of tho same kind! 

That constituted the "simple life," complex in its 
, simplicity! To tho mad desire for change one must 
attriOUte half, or more than lialf, the evils of tlie 
present day. 

EJxtrav^gance is one of tho first results of the 
disease. The extraordinary Importance attached to 
money, which enables people to gratify every impulse. 
Is another. 

Discontent is a third. 

Is there any remedy for tho restlessness of the 
modem world? Probably not; we shall have to work 
It out to Its extreme when, ap is usual in the world's 
history ,a reaction will sot in. It' ought to be said 
in justice, too, that the spirit of unreal has its good 
Clements. 

W'hen people lead sheltered and protected Jives 
it is easy for tliem to be tranquil. Wo want change 
now because we liavc escaped from the deadening 
placidity of the Victorian age, because we are more 
Independent and more alive. 

The Impetuous search for: a ndw sensation la .at 
least a proof of vitality! . . 

We cannot return to tho monotonous habits of our 
immediate ancestors, the times are against us, even 
If we thought It desirable. It Is often argued against 
the modern woman tliat she has twenty dresses 
whore her grandmother had ono. But she has also 
twenty occupations where her grandmother had one, 
so she has some excuse. 

Many similar excuses for similar excesses can bo 
found. Tho world goes on and wo must go on with 
It, or get stranded and left behind. 

Besides, as the world changes we get imlnied with 
tlie spirit or the change, antj change ourselves, al- 
most Inipei-centlbly. 

Anotlier point Is, Is it any wonder that we cia\"e 
for change in the days of fa(nlitate(l tra\-i'l; whetlu-r 
or not travel has l)i'eoine facilitated lieciuise of our 
restless desire for change or not, makes not a scr.'ip 
of difference, tlie fact remains that traveling is easy 
now, and therefore there is every elianee for lliose 
endowed witli sufflclent means to do so, to t.iki: 
ever.v opportunity that comes their way and to enjcy 
to tile, full the fullillment of their desires. 

As to whether woman or man is the more restless 
creature of the two, that is a matter upon which we 
have each our several opinions (I have mine!) and It 
is a fiueBtion which I will, leave for my readers to an- 
swer for themselves!

'I'lic sliort bolero covi-red witli soutache and com- 
pleted by tight sleeves wliieh fall far slmn of the 
elbow, is certain to be welconvd and the sleeves so 
tightl.v liiilslied and with small ui'tiirnecl enlTs, iiii- 
piiri quite an air of novelty to an old favorite. It is 
Kiiriirlsin.g, too, tin; difference made by the high walst- 
ed skirt worn \vith the new bolero and In this cos- 
tume kept short. It Is (|iilte easy to get the "tube" 
effect on a fairly straight figure. 

Tlio i)lastron of the mmnent also differs material- 
ly from those of last spring, but It Is possible to 
(irapo the lower half with folds of color and short 
lengths of embroidery and so ensure a more up-to-date 
effect. 

Oont costumes of the smarter type will also need 
nlteratlon, but unless the coat Is long enough to lie 
cut av.-ay In Dlreetolrc; fashion, it will lie advis.-ible to 
retain- the tailor shape intact. A longish coat Is more 
amenable and much may be done with largi; \-elvet 
revers anil deeii cuffs, reiluclii.g the sleeve from slioiil- 
diM- to eiliow until it lits closely without a \\-rinkle 
'I'lie hasipn' in;iy also be sloiied awa.s' until lliere is 
little in front, and it is quite narrow at tlie back. The 
prettiest fasliion for these sloped basques is to mako 
the fronts meet over the chest with tlireo or four but- 
tons and leave a small V oijeiiln.g at the neck. 

Velvet gowns have hitherto been made with trail- 
ing skirts and I'ussy little coatees, but the velvet suit 
in severe talloi- st.vle is the mode of the moment.

Moroovcr, the flUneas ot the 
skirt would be entirely now and.imualihSr'and thin 
textures would bo displayed to great advantage. ^, 
Cloaks and evening wraps. contain a great deq.l'.tif 
fulness, and material, and «^re much^draped and many 
are sufBolenbly voluminous to Ihrow over the. shoul- 
ders after crossing the front. • 
• The brlmlesa hat, which Is auch a contrast to the 
largo crowns and wide hrlms of the, momeiit, is to be 
exploited when spring weather arrives. The shape 
oloaely resembles an iin-ertcd llowcr pot, with the 
brim eiilar.^ed, and some have a very niirrow lirlni, 
which is bound and lined witli veh-et. A iilentitude of 
Illumes adorns this type of hat and these look as If 
carelessly arranged with ends iirojectliig in all di- 
rections. The beehive is another favorite, and this 
is really of tlic exact .shape of a large Inverted basin.

Dr. Kllzabeth Ctlackwell, tlie pioneer of lady 
doctors, reached lior eighty-eighth birthday In Febru- 
ary. It is many years since she retired from prac- 
tice, and for thirty years she has lived In Hastings. 
Miss Blackwell was born In Bristol, biit when she 
was quite a child her family emigrated to the United 
States. She fought, at the doors of many American 
universities for admission for years, but tho niedlcul 
faculties always refused to receive her. Finally the 
professors of the University of Geneva, N.Y., left the 
matter to the students there, and thoy unanimously 
decided in her favor. In 1849 Miss Blackwell was 
given her degree, the first that ever was taken by 
;i woman. Ten years later she went to England, 
and had the satisfaction of being the tlrst womtin to 
have her n.aiiie inscribed in tlie newly formed ".Medi- 
cal Register" which was only founded in that year. 

lanlis to till so iiloneer efforts the hiily doctor has 
now become a recognized institution, there being in 
London alone nlnet.s-two practitioners, while in the 
United Kingdom there are at present close upon 
six hundred. 

SOCIAL SNARES 

Last week I touclied on the dilllcultles of being 
good natureil, and the awkward situations that oft.-ii 
resulted from thoughtless good nature. Now. the 
good natured person Is often not only thoughtless, 
but quite tactless os well, and so her well-meant ef- 
forts to help her friends frequently . result, not only 
in awkward situations for her.ielf, but also for tho 
very friends she Is most atixious to assist. 



Few people are more difficult to deal with th'fth 
this type of person, who Is well-meaning, tactle^'Si 

.and usually, quite impervious to hints.'. They are fiill 
of klftdnesji.-ithey' mean' ab well that ; it^'ls.' most' dltn- 
oult to harden one's heart and administer a shiib 

■ sufDcIently palpable to have any effect. Usually one 
has not the heart to do it, and so. one goes on all 
one's life a prey to some special good natured friond 
who .ilngles ono out as the victim of her miaplacod 
attentions. 

Nor does it make it any tho less trying that our 
friend is, of course, llrmly convinced she Is invalu- 
able and . conferring tho greatest favor on us, that, 
in fact, we could not possibly got on without her. 
She little knows— ill fact, that is just the worst of it, 
she dues not know — and how can we show her? 

Do we not all know tho friond who will not take 
"not at home". "What! Mrs. M. ho.s a headache and 
cannot see anyone! Oh! I know she will ace ine!" 
Who bursts in with lll-tlnied sympathy, who insists 
on bathing our forehead when we hate having our 
forehead bathed, who will fan us, when the motion 
sends the room whirling round and round, and who 
llnally reads aloud to ue, when wo are only longing 
for- ctuletV . . 

If we, or anyone beltmglng to us, should bo ill, 
our good natured friend must help ' In the nursing 
and no hints can persuade hero tliat her help Is 111- 
tlmed. ICsiieclally are we at her mercy if by clianco 
we are staying in tlu; same hotel, for instance, or 
where slio thinks that her help is neeiled. Sunietimes 
of course, v.'l'.en the jiatlent rebels and objects to her 
preseiie'e, the matter tiecoiiies serious, and she has 
to be told ill so many words; .-inii tliis is an unpleas- 
ant duty, roiiulrliig much tact as well as lirniness. 
lUit ill a case of this kind it is no use throwing out 
liints or "beating alioiit the bush." 'I'he thing must 
bo ])iit olainly and the self-constituted nurse must 
he made to understand the situation, and tho kind- 
est way is to throw the blame on tho whims and 
fancies of a sick person. 

"You know how invalids constantly like one per- 
son and dislike another for no apparent reason, so 
you must not bi- hurt that de.-ir .So-and-so cannot 
bear anyone but her own family about her. Tho 
trained nurse she puts up with, but anyone else fid- 
gets her," and so on. These are only one or two 
ways In which kindness, unaccompanied by tact or 
common sense, becomes a nuisance Instead of a help. 
There are many others, we have all experienced -one 
or two of them, and have all wondered at different 
limes how to repel without wounding. Nothing Is 
more difficult. Of course tho worldly woman per so 
has no licsltiition.

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 

Bedrooms 

Tn all the changes whlcli have taken place in fur- 
nisliing s;;v! tin; "goud old davs," nowhere has there 
liecn sucli a complete reversal -of ideas as In the 
treatnient of the bedroom. 

Holld, sombre, and. If one may add tho conjecture, 
stuffy, the bedrooms of the iijiper classes were ix 
coiiiijlete contrast to tlie light, fresh and dainty 
rooms, ivlilch modern ideas have evolved. The key- 
note of gloomy splendor has been replaced by that 
of hygienic simplicity. 

It is inileod a marvel how our long-lived fore- 
hoiirs kept their constitutions unimpaired under 
condltlon.s which would 'seem to present-day hy- 
gienists almost suicidal. For. besides the abundance 
of drapery which was handed down from generation 
to generation, onvoloidng the sleeper as though ho 
were In a Inrgn box, one iias to remember that tho 
open w indow at nlglit is a .recent ii;stltutlon, so that 
the air so Jealously excluded from the bed in an- 



cient times cannot have been what we should now 
describe as fresh! 

The bedstead was of huge proportions, and an 
amount of money was spent upon it quite sullicient 
to entirely furnish a modern b(;cliooni oi tlie, inost 
elaborate description. Steps had in be ri auisitioiied 
to mount the vast pile of straw and wool and fea- 
thers, and tho space occupied liy a bed of this de- 
scription would be almost c(|ulvalent to that which 
wc' should now con.<:lder ti fair sized room. Hugo 
wooden pillar.s. surrounded the bed, and the roof 
holding the canopy was often elaborately carved; a 
sliding panel was often found at the head ot the 
bed, behind which hung a Crucilix. Plumes of os- 
trich fi'athc;rs reared themselves aloft, and from tlio 
roof hung voluminous folds of rich velvet or arras, 
which (dosolv encompassed tlie slcoper at .night. Le- 
gends were t'lometimes depleted In the carving of the 
more elaborate bods, -ivltli Latin mottoes of a more 
or less gloomy description. WHien one pictures all 
this parnphornalta provided for the night's rest ono 
realizes that in furnishing at any rate we have made 
gretit .strides In common-sense. 

What a change there is now! In even the most 
luxurious houses the beds are simple in tho extreme. 
The bed shorn of all its pristine splendor stands 
open to the night breezes; for the people who will 
«hut their windows at night are quite fev/ and far 
between in these' days of hygienic maniacs, not that 
leaving one's window open proclaims one a maniac, 
rather otherwise, and bed curtains are rarely seen 
nowadays. . \ 

■' Old- four-posters ' still exist In- many country 
houses in England, but they arc no longer curtained 
and canopied, tho only draporj- permissible being a 
neiitl.\- lluted curtain at the head Kif the bed, fixed 
quite tight, so that it Is capaljle of being well 
lirushcd. The modern bed, though hygienic, is a 
thing of beauty, most bald and bare things are not, 
but whether It is made of brass, ilark wood or wliite 
enamel' Its Outlines arc light and graceful. All tho

In his early tUiya James was a dreamer. He would 
wander awa.v. book in hand. Into the depths of the 
forest or the wide solitude of the pralrlc-Iand, and 
give himself up to vague viKlons of the future. In 
which he Instinctively felt he was destined to jilay 
a great part. He revelled in the fascinating stories 
of Fenlmore Cooper, tales of the free, adventurous 
life of the Indians, who rambled .and raided and cap- 
tured scalps over the vast prairies which stretched 
far away to tho west, and over which the boy cast 
longing "eyes; and even tlien there came to him a 
vision nf .a future In wlileli those leagues of rich .and 
little-trodden lands should blaze into a sea of golden 
corn to enrich the world's gr.inary: and oddly enough, 
he knew that ho was to be the nnigician to work this 
transformation.

"Idle dreams." liis niotlier told the lioy when ho 
conlided his \ i.-^lmi to Ilea'; and when, soon after, his 
father died, leaving his wife and family almost iieiinl- 
less. it seemed that the dreatns would be Idle Indeed.

There were already two great rival railways 
which were unable to pay exiienses, although they 
had Government supiiort and enormous resources at 
their baolts. How could this <ir;mky, one-man scheme 
starting from the brink of bankruptcy, possibly suc- 
ceed'.' But it did succeed, In siilte nf all the wiseacres. 
The St. Paul and Pacific railway was rapidly recon- 
stituted and jilaceil on a prolltable nnd nourishing 
basis; ami, as if by magic, the network of steel be- 
gan to fjiread itself over tho Western States, from 
the groat lakes, through Dakota, Montana, Id.aho, and 
Oregon, to tho fnr-dlstdnt ..shores of the Pactflc. 

Rnrel.v, if ever. In .human history has auch a stu- 
pendous feat been so rapidly and even sensationally 
performed. ' Under the controlling brain of Mr. Hill 
nnd the busy hands of 8,000 workmen tho gigantic 
task proceeded with a speed that aslonlahed the 
world; tunnels were bored,, rivers were liridged, via- 
duota spanned mountain gorges, tho track was driven 
aieroas hundreds of leagues of pralrlc-land. Mr. HIH 
himself . vvas ublqultoti.^,. bore today iiLnd::hUridr,e.ds -Of 
mllis away on the morrow, until ho seemed to be 



almost everywhere at the same time, driving long 
<llstances by sledge over snowy wastes, dodgln.g or 
lighting predatory Indians, defying danger, hunger 
and thirst, and ever>'where infusing Ills own enthusi- 
asm into his emiiloyees. 

So swiftly did the work proceed that, in places, 
grading waa done at the rate of seven miles a da\', 
and every working day saw three miles of track laid. 
No wonder "tlie world marveled" at such amazing 
energy, or that the gigantic system of 6,000 miles of 
line was completed almost before It seemed to have 
been well started. 

Early Dreams Realized 

At last -Mr. Hill's youthful dream was near its 
realization. Tlie rest came, as he had anticipated, 
naturally and quickly. With such splendid railway 
facilities the golden treasury of the West w;is oixm 
to the world; thousands of homes of settlers sprang 
up; busy villages and thriving towns came Into be- 
ing; thousands of square milea of rich land grew yel- 
low with com and the long barren Western States 
became a veritable land of Goshen.

twenty miles of yard-tracks to accommodate it. .\nd 
these are but a few of the colossal iindcrt.akings which 
this wonderful man, who fifty years ago was serving 
in a country store has carried to a triumphant^ suc- 
cessful issue. 

Through all these long years of ceaseless and al- 
most siiperlium.in work, .Mr. Hill has found time to 
cultivate Ills mind and to Indulge his love of things 
artistic. He Is a crreat reader, with an excellent taste 
in literature and owns one of the liiiest collections 
of books 111 America. His iilcture galleries are crowd- 
ed with some of the masterpieces of art, on which he 
has lavished hundreds of thousands of pounds — his 
Corots, Millets nnd Bouguer.aus alone represent a 
largo fortune; while his collection of precious stones 
Is one of the most costly and comprehensive In the 
world. 

What is even more Interesting Is the fact that Mr. 
Hill remains today as unspoiled by fortune as when 
ho dispensed tea and sugar over the store-counter In 
■Wellington county, Ontario, or carried timber at St. 
Paul. lie la far prouder of his triumph <3ver the ditii- 
cultlea tliat have beset his path than of the million;! 
that triumph has brought him; and ho values his 
riches chiefly because they enable him to do some 
good service to humanity. In making his own fortune 
he Is proud to remember that he has made, to. a great- 
er or lesser extent, that of thousands of others, and 
has added enormously to the^ food resources of the 
world. 

'Put tho best day's work he over did tn his. strenu- 
ous life was that which seouVcd for him the 'best: wife- 
in the world, whose companionship has brightened his 
life, and to whoso help and encouragement ho ;c>wWs 
most of his brilliant achievements. Seldom has there 
been a more Ideal union than that of the St, Paul 
Vyharf -porter ami Mary .Malieg.an, the loveable mnld 
of the 'Inn- She shared her luisband's dtiys of poverty 
and struggle; now she is chatelaine of a palace which 
cost $700,000 to build, and from whose windows she 
nnd her luisbar.d.

There Is- no need to givo the re'cipe Jor .the.soiip. aa 
it Is one which most of us are familiar. 'with, and 
will be found In any good cookery book.., 

The same might be said of the llsh, as any -variety 
liked can be used and curried in the ordinary way; 
Veal Kromcskies 

Required: Some slices of veal, a quarter. OS much 
ham, a little white sauce, cayenne pcpper'and Salt; 0, 
few drops of tarragon, some pastry and a little 
vermicelli. ■ . . 

Method: PlrBt take some pastry, roll It out very 
thin and cut it Into rounds with a medium-sized 
cutter. 

Take the veal and ham and mince together quite 
fine, mix it up with a little white sauce, Jlavor with 
cayenne pepper and salt, also a few drops of tarragon 
vinegar. 

Place a spoonful of this mixture on half a round 
of pastry, fold tho other half on to it, wetting tho 
edges, and pinch together. Have some vermicelli hi 
a p.aper and crush It very small, brush each kromeskio 
over with yolk of egg and dip Into the vermicelli. 
Place in a frying basket and fry a nice golden brown 
color. Take up, drain, garnish with parsley and 
serve very hot. 

The Cutlets are fried' until ;i nice brown in a coii- 
jier frying pan, previously well heated, and aro ar- 
ranged round an entree dish, in the centre of which 
some wcll-boIled Spanish onions (sliced) are ar- 
ranged. 

A good thick gravy is poured round tho edges of 
the dish, ami the garnish Is a very little grated carrot 
over the onion. This is a very simple, and at the 
same time very nice w;ty of serving up cutlets. 

It is quite unnecessary to give the recipe for the 
Calf's Head and Potatoes, as a slight description la 
suHicii:nt. 

The Head is well-bpiled with carrots, onions, celery 
and a littio flour, worked into a smooth past with 
vinegar and a little water. The tongue' and brain are 
boiled separately. 

The Head should take about two hours, and when 
done should be placed on a large dish garnished with 
slices of tongue and a powdering of brown crumbs. 
The hrains are served in a little nicely seasoned 
white sauce, and brown gravy should be poured 
round the meat. 

The potatoes are baked, and a small hole cut In 
the top of each When done and the whole of the inside 
scooped out. 

This is mashed In a saucepan over the Are with 
some butter, milk, tho white of an egg, pepper and 

salt. 

I'lie skins are then fllled with the mixture and 
init in tho oven to make hot and are served in a 

folded napkin. 

Date Pie 

Ilequired: Half a pound of nice soft dates, twice 
the bulk ot the stoned dates In chopped sour apples, 
the rind and juice of half a. lemon, some brown sugar, 
and a little flutter, and some short paste. 

.Method; Wash the dates and remove the stones, 
then chop them and add twice tho hulk in chopped 
sour apples and the rind and juice of half a lomon. 
Line -x plate with pastry, cover with the fruit, scatter 
a few bits of butter over and a littio brown sugar 
and cover with pastry. Wet tho edges and-pVesS tOr 
gether so that no juice may escape. • . . 

Balte carefully for hajf an ho.ur, ., Dust" castor 
sugar over and send to table on a. .dish' paper. •

Devilled Eggs on ^ Anchovy Toast 

Required: One ounce of bittter,- half ai^teaspoonful 
of dry mustard, two tablesp.oohftils of tomato sauce, 
one tablcspoonful;:of.. Wojrcestershlre sauce, one of 
ketchup, flvQ;,hai^-:bolle4 'eggs, some pieces of hutter- 
.ed toast spread.M|thS:arichovy sauce . thickly. 

Method:, ';Put,Tthfiit'hutter Into a saucepan and add 
th'ei'mustardJ^andJ/Sauces. Stir till well-mixed and 
trioH'put in -the': hard-boiled eggs. When quite heated 
and thoroughly coated with sauce take each out care- 
fully, cuf In half and serve on the small pieces of 
buttered toast spread thickly with anchovy. 

Mask each piece with tho superfluous sauce, and 
ser\-e very hot, as tlioso are nothing unless served 
immediately after cooking. 

I would just mention hero that there are often 
complaints of gravy being lumpy. 

This is because tho thickening is so. often added 
when the pan la on the lire. 

Roniove during this process until tho thickening 
is well stirred In, and then return the saucepan to 
the firo and stir constantly till it Is' cooked. Then 
there will be no complaints, as the gravy will bo 
smooth and delicious. 





Painful death ofa goisilla 



OW that scientists hnvc busied them- 
selves presaging llic dcatii of the 
ex-president of tlie United States 
in tiie wilds of tlie dark continent, 
it is but right to enquire what ter- 
rors iNIr. Roosevelt will probably 
encounter during his two years' expedition. 
Scientists with an absence of all romance or 
imagination name the chief of these fever, but 
almost everyone else believes that not fever 
but fauna, weird fauna, strange fauna which 
Mr. Roosevelt is to shoot, capture, or other- 
wise beguile into packing cases for the Smith- 
sonian Institute, is the chief danger. Any- 
one ■ who thinks otherwise needs but to turn 
to the pages of Hakltiyt, the veracious chron- 
icler of -Elizabethan times, to be convinced. 

In the' middle of the fifteenth century, an 
expedition set forth for Guinea and some mem- 
bers of it, including Sir John Yorke, Sir 
George Barnes and Thomas Lok penetrated 
to the :very territory where Mr. Roosevelt 
proposes proceeding. They were not armed 
with high power rifles but they enjoyed' the 
shooting. The chief thing they brought back 



with them however was a tremendous variety 
of stories and some interesting facts to add to 
the natural history of the time. 

Despite the fact that Hannibal in B.C. 200 
or so had employed elephants in his wars 
against the Romans, it was now for the first 
time that the tapestry makers were set right 
and caused the tusks of elephants to shoot not 
from the lower jaw but from the upper and 
the elephant was accurately classified. 

The writer has been describing the clc- 
pliant tusks. "These great teeth or tusks 
grow in the upjier jaw downward," he con- 
tinues, "and not in the nether jaw upward, 
wherein the Painters and Arras workers are 
deceived. At this last voyage was brought 
from Guinea the head of an Elephant, of such 
huge bigncsse, that oncly the bones or cranew 
thereof, beside the nether jaw & great tusks, 
weighed about two hundred weight, and was 
as much as I could well lift from the ground : 
insomuch that considering also herewith the 
weight of two such great teeth, the nether 
jaw with the lesse teeth, the tongue, the great 
hanging eares, the bigge & long snout or 



troonke, with all the flesli, braincs, and skinnc, 
with all other parts belonging to the whole 
head, in my judgement it could weigh little 
lesse than five hundred weight. This head 
divers have scene in the house of the worthy 
marchant sir Andrew Judde, wlicre also I saw 
it, and beheld it, not oncly with my bodily 
eyes, but much more with the eyes of my 
mind and spirit, considering l)y the worke, the 
cunning and wisedome of the workemaister ; 
without which consideration, the sight of such 
strange and wonderful things may rather 
seeme curiosities, then profitable contempla- 
tions. 

"The- Elephatit (which some call an Oli- 
phant) is the biggest'of all four-footed beasts, 
his forelegs arc longer then his liinder, he 
hath ancles in the lower part of his hinder 
leggcs, and five toes on his fcete undivided, 
his snout or troonke is so long, and in such 
forme, that it is to him in the stead of a hand: 
for he neither eatcti) or drinketh but by bring- 
ing his tronke to his mouth, therewith he help- 
eth up his Master or* keeper, therewith he 
overthroweth trees. Beside his two great 
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tusk's, he liath on every side of his mouth fom- 
teeth, wherewith he eatcth and grindeth his 
meat; either of these teeth are almost a span 
in length,, as they grow along in the jaw, and. 
are about two inches in height, and almost 
as much in thicknesse. The tuskes of the 
male arc greater then of the female : liis tongue 
very litlc, and so farre in his mouth, that it 
cannot be scene : of all beastes they are most 
gentle and tractable, for by many sundry 
waves they are taught, and doe understand: 
insomuch that they learne to doe honor to a 
king, and are of quicke sense and sharpnesse 
of wit. Tiie male. Elephant liveth two hun- 
drcth yccrcs, or at the least one hundred and 
twentic : the female almost as long, but the 
floure of their age is but threescore yeres, as 
some write. They cannot suffer winter or 
cold : they love rivers, and will often go into 
them up to the snout, wherewith they blow 
and snuffe, and play in the water, but svv'imme 
they cannot, for the weight of their bodies. 
Plinie and solinc write, that they use none 
aduljerie. If they happen to meete with a 
man; in wildernesse being out of the way, 
gently they wil go before him, & bring him 



into the plaine way. Joyned in battel, they 
have no sm.all respect unto . them that be 
wounded : .'f 91; they bring theml that are hurt 
or weary iiiib the middle of the army to be de- 
fended : tliey are made tame by drinking the 
juisc of barley. They have continual warre 
against Dragons, which desire their blood, be- 
cause is is very cold : and tlierfore the Dragon 
lying awaitc as the Elephant passeth by, 
windeth his taile (being of exceeding length) 
about the hinder legs of the Elephant, & so 
staying him, thrusteth his head into his tronke 
and cxhausteth his breath, or else biteth him 
in the eare, whereunto he cannot reach with 
his tronke, and when the Elephant waxeth 
faint, he fallcth downe on the serpent, being 
now full of blood, and with the poise of his 
body breakcth him : so that his owne blood 
with the blood of the Elephant runneth out of 
him mingled together, which, l)cing colde, is 
congealed into that substance which the 
Apothecaries call Sanguis Draconis, (that is) 
Dragons blood, otherwise called Cinnabaris, 
although there ibe an other kinde of Cinnabarr 
is, commonly 'called Cinoper ' dr VerMlidtt, 
which the Painters use in certaine colours. 
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(By Richard L. Pocock.. 

!llE chief subject of interest to sports- 
men lately has of course been the 
amendment to the Game Protection 
Act just lately passed. It i.s satis- 
factory to note that our legislators 
are more ready than they used to be 
to listen to intelligent representations of the 
importance of the fish and game to the prov- 
ince and to help as much as possible by sen- 
sible measures for its protection. 

The present drastic amendment certainly 
has put the cinch on the matter now, the only 
thing left being the taking of means to ensure 
that the provisions of the law are really re- 
spected and none of them allowed to remain 
a dead letter. The new penalties for infrac- 
tion of the provisions respecting the shooting 
of big game ought to act as a deterrent to any 
but the most wealthy and at the same time un- 
scrupulous person intent only on getting his 
heads regardless of limits and restrictions, and 
we are less likely to be told by a visiting 
poacher after paying his fine that he would 
gla'dly have paid much more for the satisfac- 
tion of getting the animal he shot illegally. 

It was perhaps rather a damaging admis- 
sion for one of the lawmakers to niai<o if, as 
reported, he said that, as we onh- cau.^ht one 
out of every dozen offenders against the act, 
we might as well make the j^enalty something 
worth while to make up for it; however, more 
power to the game warden's elbow ! 

By the new section ten of chapter twenty- 
four and the new schedule 15, Brent goose 
shooting is now clooed. I understand from 
those in authority that it was not intended to 
close the season for brent until after April, 
but by one of those oversights of which even 
the loest of Governments may at times be ca- 
pable, especially at a time when ihey are still 
suffering from want of sleep, this ]M-ovision 
was not made in the Act anil, in conser|uence, 
as the law now stands, it is just as illegal to 
shoot geese as any other bird in the schedule 
until, such time as a proclamation is made to 
remove the disability. Sportsmen should note 
this, as I believe there were several unwitting 
infractions of the law last week-end. 

As for the automatic shot-gun, I am not 
one of those wdio make the sweeping assertion 
that everyone who uses an automatic is ne- 
cessarily a "game-hog." At the same time I 
am of opinion that the arguments against the 
use of this weapon are overwhelmingly great- 
er than any that can be brought forward in 
its favor. Certainly I can appreciate thc-fact 
that to bring in this law with'out any warning 
would undoubtedly work a hairdship on a great 



many individuals and I can sympathise with 
these folk, particularly the youth \vho has 
looked forward to the purchase of his first 
gun and then has been so ill-advised, accord- 
ing to my notion, as to invest in an automatic. 

Anything which tends to make a game eas- 
ier and less dependent on the skill of the play- 
er for its interest to my mind spoils it, and, 
this, it seems to me, is a great argument 
against the automatic; two barrels give the 
sportsman a fair chance against the game and 
at the same time give the game a fair chance 
for its life against the sportsman. I also be- 
lieve that' the double gun is more likely to 
produce good marksmen and to improve the 
marksmanship of the tyro than the automatic, 
as, when one is anxious to score a kill and 
knows that one has only two chances before 
the game will be out of range, one is less like- 
ly to be careless than when one can keep on 
blazing away shot after shot until the maga- 
zine is empty. There seems to be little or no 
doubt that a great many more pricked birds 
get away to die in the woods from these new 
weapons than from the double gUn. 

For these and other reasons I believe that 
this pf-ovision if made law by the necessary 
Order-in-council will be for the benefit of the 
game and tiuis of the sportsmen of the pro- 
\-incc. 1 think it a great jiity if it is not rec- 
ognized as such by the present users t)f these 
guns and I see no need for hard words in dis- 
cussing it or hard feelings. 

I have been asked by so many jjeoplc late- 
ly wdiether the ]'ro\»ince intends to enforce the 
law relating to the closed season for trout, and 
have had so many accounts told me of the 
trout-fishing openly carried on lately in defi- 
ance of both the Dominion and the Provincial 
Acts, that I spoke to a member of the Gov- 
ermnent on the subject and called his atten- 
tion to the state of things. Law-abiding ang- 
lers have been patiently waiting for the legal 
opening of the trout-fishing season, while the 
"other fcllou's" have been o|)cnl3' fishing for 
trout in Deadman's River, Prospect Lake, 
Shawnigan Lake, and other places and actual- 
ly bringing in their fish, on the E. & N. line 
without the slightest move on the part of the 
authorities. As the Dominion has altered its 
law. to conform with the ideas of the Province 
as expressed in their Game and Eish Act in 
the matter of trout fishing, and is doing all it 
can to preserve the fishing, including the in- 
troduction of trout fry to the waters of the 
southern part of Vancouver Island, it seems 
the least the Province qan .do is to see that the 
close season.- -is respected - and not . openly dis- 
regarded by poor "sports," as it has:<.,been 
lately. Those who respect th>. ■ intention of 



the law regardless of any question of juris- 
diction which may at one time have been a 
difficulty, but is certainly no longer sO now, 
are naturally sore at seeing the "other fel- 
lows" aforesaid catching out-of-season trout 
and putting their fingers to their nose when 
remonstrated Avitli. The Minister 1 si)oke to 
on the subject promised to see that the game 
wardens' attention was called to this matter, 
so to all those who have inquired of me on 
the point I can say that it has the attention 
of those in authority and will doubtless be at- 
tended to \v1thout further shilly-shallying. 

The grilse fishermen have done better than 
ever lately, the catclics being l)ic;ger and the 
size of the fish also, so that liie ardent fisher- 
men who find it liard to wait for the opening 
of the trout season have had every opportun- 
ity to obtain good legitimate sport. 



THE CROSS-BRED MONGOLIAN 
PHEASANT 

The following extract from an article in 

the English Field should serve to dissipate 
any lingering doubt there may be in the minds 
of any sportsmen here of the value of the Alon- 
golian Pheasant blood for improving the pres- 
ent stock of Chinese Pheasants in British Col- 
nndjia : — 

"After tlie letters that have lalely appeared 
in our cokunns ii])on the cross-broti Mongcilian 
pheasant, showing its qualities as a sporting 
bird, its flavor on the table, and also the hardi- 
ness of the young birds, it is certain that dur- 
ing the present season owners of game farms 
will be asked by tenants and owners of pheas- 
ant coverts to supply them with cross-brci* 
birds or their eggs, instcarl of the sjiecies that 
ha\-e been most frequent!)' in recpiest up to 
the jiresent, namely the |)ure Chinese torrpiat- 
us. Nor is it to be wondered at that the Chin- 
ese bird has been such a favorite, for, larger 
than P. colchicus, it is a bold flyer, and a very 
handsome bird when seen in park or covert. 
P.ut the cross between the Mongolian and the 
ring-necked pheasant is even a larger and 
more liandsomc bird, and, if possible, even a 
bolder flyer, and it is only natural that as this 
bird becomes better known it will become 
more and more in request by those who desire 
to show their guests good sport and really 
high birds." 

A REMARKABLE FOX CHASE 

Following closely on the heels of a big 
silver-gray fox for five nights and days, cov- 
ering a distance of nearly sixty, miles through 



the woods and along the sandy shores of Cape 
Cod, only to have the fox escape by wearing 
him out, is the record of a hound four years 

old, one of three valuable dogs that a party 
of hunters took with them recently to hunt 

fo.Ncs in the woods at Well fleet. 

Arriving in the region where the foxes 
were known to abound, the dogs were set 
loose and almost immediately all three struck 
fresh tr.-icks anti were off through the thick 
gro\ cs of I'linc and underbrush. One of the 
dogs drove the fox that he v.'as following into 
the road within a short distance of the gun- 
ners, but so suddenly did the fox come upon 
them that they did not get a chance to shoot. 
The second dog drove tlie fox tiiat it was fol- 
lowing away out on the sand dunes and back 
again into the thick woods, where the gunner 
got a shot at the fox but nusscd him. 

The third dog, that finali}' chased the fox 
he was followin.g for more tlian sixty miles, 
did ni.)t show up after starting the fox, and 
after waiting for hours for the dog to return, 
the hunters went back to the village, expect- 
ing that the dog would give up the chase and 
follow tlieir tracks. Night came on and the 
dog did not return, ancl the hunters became 
alarmed, fearing that the dog had gtJt lost. 

The next day a search was made, but no 
signs of the animal could Ije foimi.l, ancl it was 
decided that the dog had run the fox down 
the beaches toward I'rovincetown, or, perhaps, 
had lost track of it and was trying to find his 
way out of the woods. One of the local gun- 
ners, who accompanied the fox-httnters into 
the 'woods, said hq would find the dog ancl 
ship him back home the next day, and the hun- 
ters returned to their homes on the afternoon 
train. Intiuirics were made all through the 
\-illa.ge for the lost dog, but no one had seen 
him, and it appeared as if the animal had been 
drowned in crossing one of the swamps on 
the thin ice. 

.'\t the end of five days a dog was seen fol- 
lowing a big sih'er-gray fo.x through the vil- 
lage of I'.ast W'areham, and the man who saw 
the fo.x as it limped its way through his back 
yard and disappeared in the brush, rushed into 
his house for his gun. As he came out he' 
saw a hound Hmidng alon.g and vainly trying 
to baric. The man ruslicd into the woods after 
the fox, but it had disa[)peared ; .and as he came 
out, the dog, which could iiardly stand, drop- 
];ed in his tracks ni'arly dead from exhaustion. 
Taking tlie dog into his house, the man gave it 
food and drink in small cjuantities, and after 
a few days it seemed to, be all right, The dog 
had i)art of its collar' around its heck, and on 
the name-plate was inscribed the name of the 
owner, and in a few days he came after it. It 



was then learned tHat the dog had started the 
fox in Wellfleet, and that for five days and 
nights he had been giving it chase! 

It was afterward learned that the dog had 
been seen chasing the fox at Ellisville, on the 
shores of Cape Cod Bay ; that persons living 
in the cranberry-growing district near White 
Island had also seen the fox and dog; and it 
was proved that the dog had followed the fox 
all along the shores of Cape Cod Bay, crossing 
the harbors and rivers, and finally giving up, 
when nearly dead, in East Wareham, nearly 
sixty miles from where the hunt had started. 

"The dog was a mere skeleton," said the 
man who found it, "and the fox seemed as if 
he had been running for a month." 

There are instances on record on Cape Cod 
where dogs have followed foxes for days at 
a time, but none of the old gunners remember 
any such jjerformance as tliis one. 

Howard Mirsch, of Pond\-ille. who was one 
of the party of hunters, says that he hardly 
knew the dog when, after its record-breaking 
chase, it returned so emaciated. i\Ir. Hirsch 
had been engaged for several days looking for 
the lost dog when he learned that it had been 
found in one of the villages of Wareham. — C. 
G. Brockway, in Outdoor Life.

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CURRENT TOPICS 

The Central American republics arc seldom long 
at peace. Now Salvador and Nicaragua have a tiuar- 
rel, and the other little republics are ranged up on 
the side of one or the other. Mexico and tlie United 
States have determined, if possible, to Ijeep the peace, 
so It Is not likely there will be much bloodshed. 

Of all the clangers to which seamen are exposed 
none Is more dreaded than tog. When the thick damp 
curtain closes round a ship It Is helpless. Last week 
two vessels came together off the coast of Massach- 
usetts In a heavy fog. Though no llvoa were lost one 
of the ships sank. It is hoped that some means will 
be found of scattering the fog, and men are at work 
now making experiments, whlcli if successful will 
save life and property and do away with much anxiety. 

Both the French and United States governments 
liave been si)ending more money tlian tliey receive. 
Franco will need a still larger income next year tlian 
she lias spent in 1008. It is said that there has been 
a groat deal of money wasted in building useless war- 
ships. Franco Is a prosperous country, and tliere is 
no danger of Its government l)ecomlng banlcrupt. It 
is ton bad, however, that tlie liard earnings of in- 
dustrious meclumics and peasants should be wasted 
by stupid olllcials or rascally contractors. 

It is not only farms that are to increase on A'nn- 
couvcr Island. If the efforts of a company that luvs 
bought a groat extent of coal land between Xanaimo 
and Ladysmlth are successful there will soon be 
more miners than there are now. In tlie Xurtli of 
Kngland there Is a region caileil llie "illai k i 'nun- 
try." It is a dreary place, but much of Kn^'and'H 
wealth and greatness iiavc como from tlie iron and 
coal found there. Nanalmo and tlie districts around 
may some d;iy furnish coal, not only for export, but 
for many factories. 

The Oak Bay children have now a beautiful 
scliool of their own, and after next summer only the 
High School students will need to come in to Vic- 
toria. Tlie scholars from Oak Miiy were always 
among llie best and brightest of the ciilldren in tlie 
classes In^ro, and some of them are now students in 
tile university. The Oak Bay school-house is a 
beautiful building, and the children who study there 
can look out upon one of the loveliest scenes in the 
world. This should lielp to make them bright and 
liappy, and they will, there Is no doubt, give a good 
account of themselves. 

The eyes of the world have, during the past 
two weeks, been directed towards Servla. Tliat little 
country seems determined to go to war with her big 
neighbor. Though the brave people might hold out 
against the armies of Austria a long time they must 
in the end be conquered unless Russia comes to their 
assistance. If she does It Is almost .-^ure that there 
will be a great war, in which many nations will tako 
part. The clouds which have seemed ready to burst 
have so often pas.sed away that we may hope some 
way will be found out of this dilllculty. It can 
scarcely be expected tliat .Austria will give up Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, the talking of which, though In a 
peaceful way, caused all the trouble. 

There Is In Italy a secret society which has laws 
of Its own. The outside world knows very little of 
what these people want or of tlie way In which they 
work. What Is known is that those who offend any 
member of the Malla. or Black Hand, as It is called, 
may be put to death nt any moment. Tliere are great 
numbers of Immigrants from Southern Italy In the 
United States. They belong to the Alalia and liav(! 
committed many crimes. The odieers of the law 
have undertaken to put a stop to their imlawful deeds 
and detectives hav(! been sent to Italy to ccdl.'ct evi- 
dence against them or perhaps to arrest murderers 
who liave taken refuge there. One of these, Josejih 
Petrosino, was shot at Palermo in Sicily last week. 
'I'his may lead the governments of Italy and the 
United States to unite to break up this wicked 
society. 

There are many rich old men In Canada today 
%vlio landed on the shores of the Atlantic or on the 
banks of the St. Uawrenre with scarcely a shilling In 
Iholr i)Ockets. I'.ltlier the si-ttlers who came lieforo 
them were hind iiiui gave tliein food until they wore 
able to find work, or they caught llsh (u- killed game 
as prospectors do now In the une>:i)lored country. 

Jlon who land penniless In I'aslern eltUs ,-ire 
less fortunate In these days. Work Is not to i)e had 
there in winter or early spring. The railroad com- 
panies will not carry passengers for nolhbif^r to the 
farms, and even if ttiey would u is yet many welc.s 
before hands will be needed ,iii the Inml. Tile men 
and their families will not bo allowi'd to starve, hut 
tlicy will sul'fer not only from hunger, l)ut will bo 
niudo to feel the disgrace of being I'orced to depend 
on charity. It is liard to be straiiger.s In n strange 
land, 'J'liis is the reason the goveinmont has inado 
n. ru\t: that all who come to (.'aiuuia must have money 
enough to keep tlu-m for .snnic week.i. 

Tiie vast size of Can.-ula Is not understood b.v 
many I^ngllsb laborers. It must seem to them very 
wonderful th;it llieri' slionld be an l';nglb:li possession 
containing not twice as man.\- jjeopli. as tiie city of 
I..ondon which Is many times as large as the whole 
United IClngdom. Where u Journey of iilty miles is 



considered long, how bewildered, as well as weary, 
must the traveler be who must cross thousands of 
miles before he reaches his new home. Sngllsh gentle- 
men, on the other hand, are often great travelers, and 
it is this class which has, as a rule, chosen to make 
homes on the farms of British Columbia.

Will the nations of tlu- world ever lind ;l 
better way of living togetlier than by surrounding 
each conntr.\' with ships .and camion, and men whose, 
duty it is to kill one another'.' The last lialt century 
as sei_-n many dlsiiutes se't'.led peaceably. Yet ;is 
long .as men cheat .and wrong one another wars must 
Wi' keep prisons and penitentiaries for the men 
who steal our purses or rob our banks. When a 
nation rolis another war must come. It Is only when 
men and woolen ri'fuse to in.iuri! each otiier In any 
way, or to put it in a belter "ay, when (n-ery one In 
all the world loves his neighbor as hltnselr, tliat war 
will be liiiiiosslble. I'Jaeh can bring that day hearer 
If lie will. 

About sixteen year,s ago .Mr, Robins, manager of 
the coal mines In Nanalmo, bellt'ved tliat it would 
111' a good tiling for the miners if each of them owned 
a plot of land whoro ho could live out of the dust 
and smoke of tlie town. He had the land surveyed 
into Ave acre lots, and sold them at reasonable prices 
to the men who wished to buy. Then he made a 
larger model farm In the neighborhood. There were 
many who thought the plan a foolish one, and be- 
lieved Ave acres was too small a piece of land to 
make a living from. But in these days, when It has 
been found that strawberry culture, orchards and 
chickens are profitable, small pieces of land well cul- 
tivated are found to t>ay better than large farms, on 
which the owner has neither time nor money enough 
to spend. Almost the wliolo of the peninsula, of 
which 'Victoria occupies the point, has been cultivated 
In this way. Tlie farms of tiordon Head and a largo 
part of Saanlcli have been turned Into fruit farms. 
-N'ow the Canadian l^aclflc Hallway company aro 
eliaring live acre lots near Ijadysmlth, while north 
of Xanaimo larger farms are being prepared for 
si't tlenieiit. If around the mining towns farms and 
orchards are maile much will be Ha\-ed, Now lh(> 
fruit, butter, cheese and many of the eggs u.-ied by 
the miners aro brought either from eastern C'aiia<l;i 
or the United States. It would be much better If they 
were raised at homo. 

The Y. r. A. are going to erect n new building. 
I\very family In Victoria should spare something, 
however little, to help malce it large and liandaomo! 
There is not a l)o.\- In the city who will not be the 
better of attending the gymnasium, tlii' reading 
rooms and the other cl.'issi'S of the Young Men's 
Christian Assoclathni, Young men who have no 
homes hero can meet tludr friends in the Y. M. C. A, 
rooms and enjoy themselves in their own way.

Thoy lived in a beautiful world, but a steady por- 
sevoranco tvas necessary for success, and' good solid 
work was necessary for peace of mind' arid a hoaltiiy 
body. Most of them would have to work for money, 
but let them not sacrlQco their lives to It, 
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DOCTRINE of sound sense is that 
preached by Capt. Clive Phillipps- 
Wolley, of Victoria, in a recent let- 
ter to the Standard of Empire on the 
question of Canada's attitude to- 
wards the navy. The wide com- 
ment : to- which that letter has given rise in 
the ; 'iBritish and Canadian press at once es- 
' tablishes the importance of tlic writer's sug- 
gestions and affords Victorians and Canadians 
generally reasonable cause for pride. Probably 
no man in Canada is better qualified than 
Capt. Phillipps-Wolley to deal with the prob- 
lem. Not only has he. made the naval ques- 
tion, the subject of long and serious study, but 
few men have had better opportunities than 
he for getting at the heart of the people in this 
country. 

The letter is an appeal to the British peo- 
ple to "play the game" with the people of Can- 
ada. At the present crisis, when the need of 
solidarity of Empire is felt more keenly than 
ever before, and the greatest of the dominions 
oversea realizes in its heart its responsibilities 
in the tpatter of Imperial defence, there is no 
room, as Capt. Clive Philiipps-Wollcy points 
out, for the voices of "party politicians"' to be 
heard. "Let the people of Canada hear the 
voice of England's people," he demands. 

Nor will many disagree with Capt. Phil- 
lipps-Wollc}- in his statement that Canadians 
generally arc leady and eager to furnish some 
contribution of some sort towards the support 
of the Imperial navy. In the many years dur- 
ing which this issue has been under discussion, 
there probably never was a time when the 
matter was so keenly felt as at present. The 
form which this contribution must take is, 
after all. a detail. The principle is the thing. 

Surely it is not too nuich to ask that in a 
question of this kind that vitally affects the 
structure of Empire, the voice of the people 
should outweigh that of the professional poli- 
tician. There is virtue in the "glad hand," 
and, as the writer of the letter published here- 
with shows, the United States is using the 
"glad hand" in her dealings with Canada. 
Great Britain might do the same. 

Capt. Phillipps-VVolley's letter is 'given in 
full in the following: 

Canada and the Navy 

We are very glad to print the following in- 
teresting communication from the well known 
Canadian poet, writer, man of affairs, and 
President of the Navy Leagu.e of Canada, 
Captain Clive Phillipps-Wolley. 
To the Editor. 

Sir — This letter is not v.'ritten to refute 
anything which Colonel Denison or "Canadian 
Merchant" have written as to the dangers of 
England's continued neglect of the Canadian 
Preference; that which tiiey have written is 
irrefutable, but there is a silver lining to the 
cloud, and^ I want to show it. The Old Coun- 
try has dallied with fortune and missed many 
opportunities, but she never had a better one 
than at this present moment if she would at 
last Avake up and seize it. 

From end to end Canada will echo vSir 
James \'\'hitney's words, quoted in your col- 
umns, and will be willing to "sit down around 
the table with the other portions of the Em- 
pire and see what sacrifices are necessary" to 
ensure the permanence of Empire. 

The omens are favorable. Here many of 
us fought with tongue and pen for what is 
called an intellectual preference; leave to read 
in English magazines and journals the new.s 
and views of the Mather Country at the same 
price as these were offered to us adulterated 
in American magazines. 

We learned with sorrow that such a course 
would seriously impair the revenue of the 
Postmaster-General's Department, but we 
have this intellectual preference now, and the 
children of the English may learn about their 
Motherland from their own people, whilst 
English magazines advertise English goods 
to British people. 

Since this victory (and before) wo have 
'been urging an almost greater thing: that we 
may be allowed, upon just terms, to contribute 
to the insurance of British sea-borne wealth 
and to the maintenance of that sea power upon 
which the whole fabric of our Empire rests, 
and I venture to say that never in the history 
of the Dominion has the question been as 
favorably considered by the general public of 
Canada as it is today. 

Men may disagree, and do disagree, as to 
the form which our contribution to tiic Navy 
should take, and almost all Canadians would 
stipulate for some proportionate voice in the 
control of that to which they contribute, but 
hardly anyone denies the duty or the wisdom 
of contribution, whilst mniiy oF the best 
known individuals and strongest bodies in the 
Dominion are pressing earnestly for public 
action in this matter. 

It is likely enough thai this will be one of 
the last lett'M-s written before the subject has 
been brought formally before the House of 
. Cornmons at Ottawa. Possibly when it has 
orifce'entered that public arena, some of our 
friends may not be as free to speak nut as they 
have been hitherto, but up to now leaders on 
both sides have shown that, politics apart, the 
heart of the nation is on the side of contribu- 
tion. 

Once, just for once, cannot our leaders at 
Home be young again, 'and play the game even 
as if it were cricket,: not for their party, but 
for the great siSe?' They can't all be old at 
Home yet, and we know that there are some 
amongst our 'great men Avho, if they dare let 
themselves go, would meet such overtures as' 
Canada is ready to make with that whole- 
hearted warmth which would do miracles in a 
,countr7 like 'this.;. - , ^ 



The "glad hand," as they call it, will win 
more than the most calculating statecraft. But 
for Heaven's sake do not let us have any more 
slapping of faces and barring of doors. 

Again and again at public meetings on this 
coast the writer has carried resolutions to this 
effect, and those, resolutions carried'ln Van- 
couver or Victoria have been endorsed in Hali- 
fax.

The Business Basis'. 

Under the heading of "Tht' Business 
Basis," the Standard of Empire says: 

"Canada speaks plainly for permanent uni- 
fication, con.solidation ; a truly Great Britain, 
surrounded by a galaxy of kindred States, all 
acknowledging one Sovereign, one Flag, one 
Constitution, one great national destiny." 

This is the lofty ideal for u-hich I\lr. ]\Iack- 
intosh appeals so eloquently in the admirable 
article on "Preference Within the Empire," 
the concluding portion of which appears in 
this issue. .Mr. Mackintosh was formerly a 
member of the Canadian Parliament and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Northwest Territories, 
and his views may therclore be regarded as 
those of a representative Canadian. I/ike 
"Canadian Mei chant," who contributed an 
article to these columns a few weeks ago en- 



cereals requisite to supply the United King- 
dom. The wheat and cotton supplies of India 
and other portions of the British Empire can 
be utilized for the same purpose, while the 
great wool clip of Australia can be made 
jjracticall)' ine.xliaustiblc. All that is required 
is that these great resources, actual and po- 
tential, should He guided ,by "All-British" 
agreement into such channels as will serve 
primarily the needs of the Empire, and only 
, when they have served that purpose should 
they become available for the use of foreign 
countries. This is the policy of Empire Pref- 
erence to' whicii statesmen in every part of 
the King's Dominions are now devoting their 
attention: It does not involve the minutest 
sacrifice of industrial development on the part 
of any of the component units of the Empire. 
There is no su.ggcstion of intcrefcrence with 
the undoubted ri.giit of the ' Self-Goveriiing 
vStatcs to de\'elop their resources Ijv whatex'cr 
fiscal or other means they choose to adopt. 
It requires only that in so far as each State is 
compelled to engage in external trade a pref- 
erence should as far as possible be accorded 
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doing her duty to herself, not to speak of her 
duty to the Empire, when' she delays taking 
the initial steps towards a naval establish- 
ment." 

On the other hand, let it be remembered 
that the United States are not idle. That is 
not their vice. They are our nearest neigh- 
bors ; in many things are our best friends. 
Their money is ready to develop mines and 
industries which our own people at Home 
won't take the trouble to examine ; they un- 
derstand our methods, and will take a sports- 
man's risks ; their people, when they do take 
hold of any speculation, come with their 
money, and by adding their own brains, in- 
stead of an agent's, to those dollars, make it 
a success. Apart from their settlements 
amongst us, and their businesses alluded to 
by your correspondents, they seek to amal- 
gamate with us in all sorts of intimate minor 
^vays, in Our sports, athletic competitions, 
shows, game-protection lca,gucs, labor feder- 
ations — in all the hundrc.i-and-one things 
which make up the life of a people. 

If Canada does make any overture towards 



titled f'A Business ' Man's Warning," Mr. 
Mackintosh is disturbed by the tendencies 
now manifesting themselves in all parts of the 
Empire. He .sees Canada, forceil into the 
search for external markets, which is the in- 
evitable consequence of ])rosent-day industrial- 
ism, negotiating a commercial treaty witii 
France, approached by German}' for a similar 
object, and receiving invitations to commer- 
cial understandings with her powerful neigh- 
bor, the United States. Other countries are 
also joining in the scramble for the rapidly 
growing and highly profitable Canadian mar- 
ket, and our contributor's a])prehcnsion is 
aroused at the possible consequences of these 
flirtations on the Imperial connection itself. 
He believes in the apj^lication of "a few 
ounces of cure," and recommends, therefore, 
the adoption as a guiding principle in Imperial 
policy of the supply of the needs of the Em- 
pire's peoples as far as possible from within 
the Empire. , Canada can furnish within a 
reasonable period a substantial propniiion ».if 
the domestic supplies (meal, fruit, and dairy 
produce), and all or the major portion of the 



to those products which can be obtained from 
within the Empire. 

This would result, primaril)^ in the substi- 
tution of the Empire for Country in ail our 
foreign relations, and ultimately in effectively 
consolidating the Empire on a strong and 
])crmanent basis. It is futile to urge against 
the growing feeling in favor of such a policy 
that t^e methods by which it could alone be 
carried out would conduce rather to further 
disinte.gration than the much-desired con- 
solidation. However plausible this conten- 
tion may be, neither history nor even present- 
da}' ex])eriencc .gives it the slightest measure 
of sup])ort. 'Pile German Empire grew out of 
a customs union ; the Australian Common- 
wealth is itself the union of what were only a 
few years ago a number of independent fiscal 
units ; a customs union has existed for some 
years among the various British South African 
States, and there is ever}"- reason to suppose 
this was but a precursor to political federa- 
tion; and now we have a Free Trade Home 
Government encouraging the Oversea develop- 
ment of inter-Imperial tariff arrangements 





ECENTLY the British bark Antiope 
sailed from Newcastle, Australia, to 
San Francisco. On the voyage, in 
latitude 20 degrees south, a great 
quantity of grease was seen floating 
on the surface of the ocean. A calm 
prevailed at the time, and the sailors drew up 
many buckelfuls. With this grease they anoint- 
the masts, their sen boots and oilskins. They 
regarded their find as ordinary grease and wast- 
ed it as such. As a matter of fact, the grease 
was ambergris, and tlie waste was of material 
worth something like $20,000. 

Such astounding ignorance on the part of a 
whole shipful has no parallel. For instance, it 
was only a few years ago that the Fanny Lewis, 
a schooner, while on its way to Portland, Jvlaine, 
came near "something white, (loating on the 
water," as the lookout reported. This proved 
to be a compact mass of ambergris, the value 
of which was about .1525,000. 

There is some popular confusion of amber- 
gris with amber; in fact, hoy/ever, there is no 
relatian between t|ien^. But tor a. Icing timo-the 
nature of ambergris, was hid4en in mystery. , in 
ancient 'days if'waS commonly Jjetieved that it 
llowed up from the bottom of th(j sea. Sindbad 
the Sailor tells of a spring of ambergris that he 
found; but it. was in a crude state. The fish 
swallowed itj and then disgorged it in congealed 



form, and in this condition it floated on the 
surface of the sea. 

This story harmonizes perfectly with the old 
Arabian belief. The Hindus a thousand years 
ago described ambergris as a material generated 
by whales. In flic jNliddlo Ages, and even as 
late as the seventeenth century, ambergris was 
supposed to possess magic powers, iind it was 
highly cstcemcil as a priiicijxd ingredient of 
love ijhiltors. 

Ambergris is an animal product, an emana- 
tion from the sperm whale. It is usually found 
floating on tlie surface of the sea along the 
(ioasts of tropical countries. The word itself 
means gray nmber, though from the nature of 
the substance the final syllabic has been often 
corrupted into "grease." The scientilie tln-ory 
as to its production is that it is the result of 
some disease in the sperm wb.ale, ;nialf),gous to 
gallstones. Sometimes it is found in the intes- 
tines, but ordinarily it has been expelled by the 
animal. It floats in mass, and is of a speckled 
gray appearance. 

The best quality is soft and waxy, but not 
uniform in color ; a, streaked appearance is ])re- 
ferred. ' It is inflammable, opaque, very li.ght, 
coarse to the touch. The bulk of that on the 
market is found along the coasts of the Bahama 
Islands; b\.it the Moluccas furnish a considerable 
quantity. It is found also in other parts of-the 



Indian Ocean, and a little is gathered at 'times 
on the -South American coast. 

The essential characteristic of ambergris is 
the penetrating and peculiar odor. Art has 
never been alile to contrive an imitation of it, 
though the scarcity and the value of Ihe jiroduct 
have stimulated invention to its best efforts. It 
is so powerful and so diffusive in its porfuinc 
that the most iiiimite cfuantit)' when mingled 
with any other stron.g scent is still perceptible. 
Its chi(!f component is a fatty matter, called ani- 
brein, which is got by boiling ambergris in alco- 
hol. There is about 85 per cent, of this sub- 
stance in the best ambergris, and it is this that 
gives the value of the product as a perfume. 

It is claimed for ambergris liiat not only has 
il its own odor, but that it also possesses the 
(luiility of exalting the llavor anci perfume of 
other substances with which it is brought in 
contact, 'fhe odor is similar to thai of musk; 
but it is much more jienetrating and enduring. 

These qualities give ambergris a value that 
is shown in the prices paid for thq limited 
quantities found and offered for sale. At.a re- 
cent auction in London, the prices ran : For 
the fair flavored, $3o an ounde; for the ordin- 
ary black and speckled, an average of $14 an 
ounce ; for inferior quality, Jpil an ounce. "Fine" 
ambergris, which is almost unattainable, is 
rated at something like $50 an ounce. 



well aware that there is no danger of serious 
difference between the parties. Not only by 
fiscal arrangements is the desired result to be 
— in .part, at all events — attained. The deyel- ; 
opment of an Army of the Empire, such; asi' 
has just been atinounced by Mr. Haldane, the 
creiition of all-British steamship and cable 
routes, the unification of the patent and other 
laws ; the:;c are only a few of the other means 
which would lead to Ihe same end. It is only 
necessary that our Imperial statesmen should 
be fully imbued with the idea of Empire, its 
glorious past and still- greater possibilities, to 
adopt these measures. They would then see 
also the folly, and even danger, of waiting 
while the different Oversea States established 
commercial alliances with foreign countries, 
the existence of which must seriously discount 
the value of subsequent inter- Imperial ar- 
rangements. So long as we apply ourselves to 
think of the Empire this danger can even yet 
be averted, and the communications we have 
already published from "Canadian Mer- 
chant," from Colonel Denison, and now from 
'My. C. H. Mackintosh su])ply the materials 
for feeding the discussion which in these 
democratic days energizes tlie sprin.gs of all 
political action. For this reason, as a duty, 
v.'c endeavor to give the widest publicity to 
such communications. As we see it, that is 
part of the Empire newspaper. W c note with 
regret that a few of our contemporaries in 
Canada have seen fit to rebuke us for this, re- 
garding it as evidence of political party feel- 
ing, and doubt as to Canada's loyalty. The 
suggestion is unwarranted and unjust. We 
have no interest whatever in the politics of 
any party, as such ; but in dealing with meas- 
ures we conceive it to be our duty to advocate 
any principle which makes for the strengthen- 
ing of the bonds-which unite the Empire, and 
tnat without reference to the attitude or wishes 
of any parties or politicians. We have already 
explained that Canada's loyalty is not in our 
view a proper subject for discussion. Canada 
is in every sense as much a portion of the Em- 
pire as England, and it would be absurd to 
import English loyalty into the discussion of 
Empire i^reference. We are considering not 
the loyalty of a part of the Empire, but the 
strength and welfare of the whole of it. 

Greater Britain and the Navy ■ 
The notable letter from Captain Clive 
Phillipps-Wolley, which we print on another 
page, reinforces the significance of the infor- 
mation with regard to the Australian scheme 
of national and Imperial defence, which ap- 
peared last week in these columns. There is 
that, both in the Canadian and Australian ex- 
pressions of opinion, which we miss in this 
country — plain speaking. The younger na- 
tions are much nearer the realities of life than 
the Old Country, which is clad in the accre- 
tions of centuries of convention. For in.stance, 
during the week Mr. Haldanc's scheme for 
the constitution of an Imperial General Staff 
has been published, and that Minister has de- 
livered a speech on the subject. The idea it- 
self is, of course, merely admirable. Its treat- 
ment by Mr. Haldane is conventional. He 
leaves the most important things unsaid. He 
makes no mention whatever of the first essen- 
tial condition upon which the validity of any 
scliemc of Imperial defence must depend — the 
due representation of the Oversea States upon 
the Committee of Imperial Defence. He as- 
sumes the absolute adequac}-- of the British 
Fleet to discharge its tremendous responsibil- 
ities, and argues as though the hypothesis 
were a proven fact. We have no desire to de- 
preciate Mr. Haldane's sjervices to the State. 
He has done excellent work, so far as it goes. 
But we are dealing with a serious matter, and 
we are addressing our kinsfolk overseas, wdio 
(as we understand them) prefer plain dealing 
before even the most exquisite of old conven- 
tions. Let us assume, then, with Mr. lial- 
danc, that the Imperial General Staff is a thing 
accomplished. Its business « is to preserve 
peace by preparing for war (the only way), 
by devising schemes to fit any conceivalDle 
emergency. Well and good. But of what use 
is the best plan in the world if it is liable to 
be up.set by a Committee of Imperial Defence 
upon which the Kindred Governments are not 
represented? We do not say that the forma- 
tion of an Imperial General Staff is beginning 
at the wrong end; but we do say that, by it- 
self, it will be ultimately ineffectual. Again, 
with regard to the sea defence of the Empire, 
whose present adequacy Mr. Haldane takes 
for granted, it is clear that an ImperiaJ Gen- 
eral Staff which sets about making prepara- 
tion for war without organized co-operation 
with the Board of Admiralty is building in the 
air. And where, save upon the Committee of 
Imperial Defence, can such co-operation be 
achieved? At ihis moment these elementary 
truths are plainly recognized by the Kindred 
Governments, and are ignored liy the liomc 
Government. The situation marks a stage on 
the road whose end will either be an United 
Empire or none, l^.ut wc do firmly beheve 
that the hope of Captain Phillipps-Wolley is 
justified, and that there are still men in the 
Mother Country who wijl, when their chance 
comes, set the. ''fortunes of the Britisli people 
above the despicable intrigues of party politics. 
In the meantime, we woidd say to Canada: 
Build your Navy, and the rest must come. 
Build, and your claim to share in controlling 
Imperial defence cannot possibly be evaded. 
But build.
